FTER careful examination and criticism of 

the book, ‘‘Seventh-dayism X-rayed,’’ by 
Dr. Orval L. Kelley, I have pleasure in recom- 
mending it to the reading public as one of the 
best, and, at the same time, one of the most con- 
cise refutations of the error being taught by 
Adventists. 

I have compared the statements made by 
Dr. Kelley with those contained in the various 
books issued by Adventists and find them cor- 
rect, and the Scriptural evidences given by the 
author show him to be one familiar with the 
word of God. 

This book, to me, covers the ground in such 
short order that the busy business man and 
minister can find sufficient material to confound 
any advocate of ‘‘Seventh-dayism,’’ and keep 
his own mind perfectly clear on the subject. 

Dr. Kelley is a deacon in the Prescott Church 
of Christ and a splendid worker, and is earnestly 
toiling to restore Christianity to its primitive 
simplicity. He is a man of trustworthy character, 
and stands high in the community as a professional 
man. 
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Adventism is such an insidious agent of error 
in prostituting the ‘‘truth as it is in Jesus,’’ and 
a decoy of the devil in luring men and women 
from the fundamental principles of the New 
Testament as laid down by our Lord, that just 
such a work as this needs a wide circulation, 
which I trust will be the case with this admi- 
rable book. 

Error is error, whether taught by men and 
women who profess to be the followers of our 
Lord or not, whether found in high places or 
low places, and one of the imposing duties of the 
members of the church of Christ is to qualify and 
equip ourselves to do battle against such error, 
and become so valiant in the fight as to realize 
in its deepest sense the truth of that statement: 
‘““Ye are my friends if ye do whatsoever I com- 
mand you.’’

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CHAPTER I. 
INTRODUCTION 


N the writing of this little book, it was not the 
author’s desire or purpose to especially attack 
any organization or system, but as the Seventh- 
day Adventists are the only Christian body of any 
importance that attempt to keep the Sabbath, it 
seems necessary, in considering the Sabbath 
question, to consider the teachings of Adventism 
and point out wherein they are wrong. 
I can speak with authority on the subject, as 
I was once an Adventist myself, having been led 
out of that yoke of bondage by a friend placing 
in my hands a copy of ‘‘Seventh-day Adventism 
Renounced,’’ by D. M. Canright, who was him- 
self an Adventist for twenty-eight years. To 
those who would like a book that covers the sub- 
ject in greater detail than I shall attempt here, 
I recommend Canright’s work. 
The time I spent with the Adventists is now 
a pleasant memory, for I found a sincere and 
devoted, though sadly mistaken, people. They 
are all tithers, giving a tenth of their income to 
the support of their ministers alone, and addi- 
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tional contributions for church expenses and 
missionary work. They have a splendid line of 
well-written books and pamphlets on their belief 
which they are zealous in distributing. The world 
has no right to laugh at them, for they are hon- 
est in their belief, and, as a people, live up to that 
belief to the best of their ability. Angels could 
do no more, and, instead of standing idly by and 
poking fun at them, we would do well to emulate 
some of their virtues, and attemppt to lead them 
out from the error of Adventism. The sole 
purpose of this book is to make the truth so 
apparent that those who are already entangled 
may see the light and be led out by it; and 
that those who are not entangled may so under- 
stand the truth that they will never be led 
astray. 

Of course, they have their hypocrites and 
undesirables, but such is the case with every 
human organization, and such will always be 
the case as long as we have the frailties of human 
nature to contend with. 

Not all of their teachings and doctrines are 
erroneous, not by any means; we find among them 
many great and beautiful truths, but a false 
doctrine is a false doctrine no matter how many 
true doctrines accompany it. Summing up brief- 
ly, we find they believe: In the omnipotent, 
eternal God, the presence of the Holy Spirit, and 
the divine sonship of Christ; in the inspiration of 
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the Bible; in baptism by immersion, and the new 
birth; feet-washing; plainness and modesty of 
attire; that the world’s history, from certain dates 
in the past to the end of this world and the setting 
up of God’s everlasting kingdom, is disclosed by 
prophecy in the Scriptures, and that the end of the 
world is very near; that the Sabbath is the ‘‘seal 
of God,’’ and Sunday-keeping the ‘‘mark of the 
beast’’; that the judgment of the righteous began 
in the sanctuary in heaven in 1844, by the open- 
ing of the books of judgment and the examina- 
tion of each person’s record, and when that is 
finished, Christ will come ‘‘with His reward in 
His hand’’; that the doctrine of the immortality 
of the soul is of pagan origin; that the dead re- 
main unconscious in the grave until the resurrec- 
tion; that the millennium is a period of a thousand 
years, in which the earth is ‘‘waste and void’’; 
that the first resurrection, the resurrection of the 
righteous dead, just precedes the millennium, and 
the second resurrection, that of the wicked, ends 
it; that the saints spend the thousand years in 
heaven examining the records of the wicked and 
preparing their judgment; that at the end of the 
thousand years the new Jerusalem comes down 
out of heaven from God bearing the redeemed, 
the wicked are raised, receive their punishment 
and are destroyed in the fire that burns up the 
earth; that the term ‘‘everlasting punishment’’ 
refers to a second death from which there is no 
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resurrection or return, as in the case of the first 
death; that after the destruction of sinners, in- 
eluding the author of sin, Satan, and the removal 
of all traces of sin from the universe, there will 
be created new heavens and a new earth, described 
in 2 Pet. 3:7-138, Rev. 21:1-7 and _ elsewhere, 
wherein the redeemed shall dwell throughout the 
endless ages of eternity. 

Like the Mormons and the Christian Scientists, 
they have their prophet, in this case a prophetess, 
Mrs. E. G. White, now dead. When I think of 
her, I am reminded of Christ’s words in Matthew 
24, where, in answer to His disciples’ request 
that He give them the sign of His second coming 
and the end of the world, He says in the eleventh 
verse: ‘‘And many false prophets shall arise, and 
shall lead many astray.’’ That she was a false 
prophet is readily seen when we apply to her the 
acid test the Master laid down in Matt. 7:16, 
that ‘‘by their fruits ye shall know them. Do men 
gather grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles?’’ 
By the same rule we know that a true prophet 
does not teach a false doctrine, which Mrs. White 
most certainly did. 

Personally, I do not question the lady’s sincer- 
ity. It is my honest opinion that she really believed 
in herself, and thought the fits and hallucinations 
she had were actually visions, but any physician 
ean easily recognize by her own description of 
herself that she was a highly developed type 
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of neurasthenic, which readily accounts for her 
condition. 

The reader’s attention is called to the fact 
that all Scriptural quotations that I have used 
are from the American Revised Version. The 
Adventists use principally the Revised Version, 
so that any Scripture found in the quotations 
made from their literature will probably all be from 
that version. In many cases, where the quotation 
given is rather lengthy, and its true meaning, as 
relating to the subject in hand, can be given by 
a partial quotation, this has been done to save 
time and space, but in every instance chapter 
and verse, or book and page, has been given, 
and your closest scrutiny is invited on every text 
used. 

I have endeavored to make this work so in- 
teresting, and so full of real information on the 
vitally important subject of the two covenants 
with their accompanying laws and days of wor- 
ship, that every one seeking to know and to do 
God’s will, and who may read this book, may 
find the reading of it both a pleasure and an 
inspiration; and if it shall be the means of lead- 
ing even one seeker after truth into that ‘“‘strait 
and narrow way,’’ then I shall consider the time 
and effort that have been spent in preparing it to 
have been well worth while. THe AUTHOR. 


CHAPTER IL. 
THE LAW 


CCORDING to the teachings of Adventism, 

in order for us to obtain eternal life and be 
among that joyous white-robed throng that shall 
greet the Saviour when He shall come in His 
glory to gather His loved ones home, it is abso- 
lutely necessary that we keep the Sabbath; and 
that those who do not keep it will have no right 
to the tree of life, but be forever lost. This is 
the nucleus or core of Adventism, around which 
the whole system is built. 

They point for their authority for keeping the 
Sabbath to the fourth commandment of the deca- 
logue, and hold that that decalogue, as given on 
Sinai, is just as binding on the people of God 
to-day as the day it was given to Moses and the 
children of Israel. 

I have before me a well-written pamphlet en- 
titled ‘‘Fundamental Principles of Seventh-day 
Adventism,’’ Word of Truth Series No. 5, in 
which they lay down twenty-nine principles of 
their belief. I will quote, in part, Nos. 11 and 12. 
They believe: ‘‘That God’s moral requirements 
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are the same upon all men in all dispensations; 
that these are summarily contained in the com- 
mandments spoken by Jehovah from Sinai, en- 
graven on the tables of stone, and deposited in the 
ark ... ; that this law is immutable and per- 
petual, being a transcript of the tables deposited 
in the ark of the true sanctuary on high... . 
That the fourth commandment of this law re- 
quires that we devote the seventh day of each 
week, commonly called Saturday, to abstinence 
from our labor, and to the performance of sacred 
and religious duties.’’ 

They arrive at the above conclusion by dividing 
the law given at Sinai into two parts or laws. 
One they call the ‘‘moral law,’’ or ‘‘law of God,’’ 
the decalogue, which was written by the finger of 
God on tables of stone and placed in the ark; 
the other, the ‘‘ceremonial law,’’ or ‘‘law of 
Moses,’’ comprising the balance of the law, whick 
was written by Moses in a book and placed in the 
side of the ark. The first, the decalogue, they 
hold to be God’s eternal law by which He rules 
the universe; that it has existed from the begin- 
ning of creation, and is to endure forever, being 
that ‘‘royal law’’ by which men are to be judged 
in the last day. The balance of the law, they say, 
had its origin at Sinai and was abrogated at 
Calvary. 

In their Bible students’ pamphlet, ‘‘Christ Our 
Advocate,’’ page 17, we read: ‘‘In the ark, under 
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the mercy-seat, were placed the tables of the 
law, upon which was written the law of God, 
or the ten commandments, . . . In an emphatic, 
pre-eminent sense the decalogue is God’s law.’’ 

In their book, ‘‘Seriptural Evidences,’’ second 
edition, revised, page 64, under their heading, 
‘“‘The Moral and Mosaic Laws Contrasted,’’ we 
read: ‘‘There were two laws, separate and dis- 
tinct the one from the other. 

“Deut. 5:22: God himself ‘spoke’ the ten 
commandments and ‘added no more.’ There- 
fore they are a complete law in themselves. There 
was also a law of types relating to meats, drinks, 
sacrifices, etc., and as it could not, for the reason 
given, have been a part of the moral law, it must 
also have been a law of itself. 

‘‘2 Kings 21:8: God gave the one law, Moses 
the other.’’ 

Now, a careful study of both the Old and 
New Testaments will show that no such distinec- 
tion exists; that the terms, ‘‘law,’’ ‘‘law of God,’’ 
and ‘‘law of Moses,’’ are used interchangeably, 
and mean one and the same thing, embracing the 
whole system, moral, civil and religious, given to 
the Jews at Sinai. Probably one of the most 
striking examples of this is found in Luke 2: 
22-24, 27, 39: ‘‘And when the days of their purifi- 
cation according to the law of Moses were fulfilled, 
they brought him up to Jerusalem, to present him 
to the Lord (as it is written in the law of the 
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Lord, Every male that openeth the womb shall 
be called holy to the Lord), and to offer a sacri- 
fice according to that which is said in the law 
of the Lord, A pair of turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons.’’ ‘‘And he came in the Spirit into the 
temple: . . . . the parents brought in the 
child Jesus, that they might do concerning him 
after the custom of the law.’’ ‘‘And when they 
had accomplished all things that were according 
to the law of the Lord, they returned into Galilee, 
to their own city Nazareth.’’ 

That is sort of an eye-opener, isn’t it? It was 
for me the first time I read it. And, by the way, 
where do you find any instructions in the deca- 
logue about the turtledoves or the male that 
opens the womb? Think it over. 

Other illuminating texts are: 

1 Kings 2:38: ‘‘And keep the charge of 
Jehovah thy God, to walk in his ways, to keep 
his statutes, and his commandments, and his 
ordinances, and his testimonies, according to that 
which is written in the law of Moses, that thou 
mayest prosper in all that thou doest, and whither- 
soever thou turnest thyself.’’ Notice that ‘‘God’s 
commandments’? are written in the ‘‘law of 
Moses.’’ 

2 Chron. 31:3: ‘‘He appointed also the king’s 
portion of his substance for the burnt-offerings, 
to wit, for the morning and evening burnt-offer- 
ings, and the burnt-offerings for the sabbaths, and 
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for the new moons, and for the set feasts, as it 
is written in the law of Jehovah.’’ Say, folks, 
where do you find in the decalogue any instruc- 
tions or commands regarding burnt-offerings? 

2 Chron. 34:14, 15: ‘‘And when they brought 
out the money that was brought into the house of 
Jehovah, Hilkiah the priest found the book of 
the law of Jehovah given by Moses. And Hilkiah 
answered and said to Shaphan the scribe, I 
have found the book of the law in the house of 
Jehovah.”’ 

Neh. 8:1, 14, 18: ‘‘And all the people gathered 
themselves together as one man into the broad 
place that was before the water gate; and they 
spake unto Ezra the scribe to bring the book of 
the law of Moses which Jehovah had commanded 
to Israel.’’ 

‘‘And they found written in the law, how 
that Jehovah had commanded by Moses, that the 
children of Israel should dwell in booths in 
the feast of the seventh month.’’ Note here a 
**commandment’’ of God that has no relation to 
the ten of the decalogue. 

‘‘Also day by day, from the first day unto 
the last day, he read in the book of the law of 
God. And they kept the feast seven days; and on 
the eighth day was a solemn assembly, accord- 
ing unto the ordinance.’’ 

Could any one ask for any plainer texts on the 
subject than those? In verse 1, the law is spoken of 
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as the ‘“‘law of Moses’’; in verse 14, as ‘‘the law’’; 
and in verse 18, as the ‘‘law of God,’’ proving the 
oneness, in meaning, of the three terms. But, 
continuing: 

Neh. 10:29, we find the expression, ‘‘God’s 
law, which was given by Moses the servant of 
God.”’ 

Mal. 4:4, God Himself says: ‘‘Remember ye 
the law of Moses my servant, which I commanded 
unto him in Horeb for all Israel, even statutes and 
ordinances.’’ 

Mark 7:10: ‘‘For Moses said, Honor thy father 
and thy mother.’’ It is unnecessary to ask the 
reader where the command to honor father and 
mother is found. 

John 1:17: ‘‘For the law was given through 
Moses; grace and truth came through Jesus 
Christ.’’ 

The term ‘‘law’’ oftentimes referred to the 
whole five books of Moses, just as the expression 
the ‘‘law and the prophets’’ referred to the whole 
Old Testament. For instance, 1 Cor. 14:34: ‘‘As 
saith the law,’’ refers to Gen. 3:16; Rom. 7:7, 
the law, ‘‘Thou shalt not covet,’’ comes from Ex. 
20:17; Matt. 22: 36-40, ‘‘the two great command- 
ments of the law,’’ one from Deut. 6:5, the other 
from Lev. 19:18; Matt. 12:5, ‘‘Have you read in 
the law,’’ is taken from Num. 28:9, 10. 

We will now examine 2 Kings 21:8, which, 
as I have already shown, the Adventists claim 
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proves the existence of two separate laws. It 
reads: ‘‘Neither will I cause the feet of Israel 
to wander any more out of the land which I 
gave their fathers, if only they will observe to 
do according to all that I have eemmanded them, 
and according to all the law that my servant 
Moses commanded them.”’ 

Now, if there was ample additional evidence 
to support it, then it might be possible to accept 
the Adventist interpretation of this verse, but 
a doctrine is not proven by one little obscure 
passage, and those previously quoted here prove 
the impossibility of so doing in this case, while a 
eareful study of 2 Chron. 33:8 will show 2 
Kings 21:8 to be rather vaguely or loosely 
worded, that’s all. 2 Chron. 33:8 reads as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Neither will I any more remove the foot 
of Israel from off the land which I have appointed 
for your fathers, if only they will observe to do 
all that I have commanded them, even all the law 
and the statutes and the ordinances given by 
Moses.’’ That clears up nicely the verse in 
2 Kings and shows its true meaning, and no fair- 
minded man can give it any other. Another 
very instructive text on the same subject is found 
in 2 Kings 17:13: ‘‘Turn ye from your evil ways, 
and keep my commandments and my statutes, 
according to all the law which I commanded your 
fathers, and which I sent to you by my servants 
the prophets.”’ 
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To an Adventist, one of the most important 
texts in the Bible, and one which I heard quoted 
by them probably as much as any one passage, 
is Matt. 5:17, 18, where Christ, in His sermon on 
the mount, uses these words: ‘‘Think not that I 
came to destroy the law or the prophets; I came 
not to destroy, but to fulfill. For verily I say 
unto you, Till heaven and earth pass away, one 
jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass away from 
the law, till all things be accomplished.’’ To 
this they point as positive proof that the law, 
meaning in this case, of course, the decalogue, 
which is to them ‘‘the law of God,’’ was to en- 
dure forever. Says Mrs. White in her _ book, 
“The Great Controversy,’’ edition of 1911, page 
434: ‘‘The law of God in the sanctury in heaven 
is the great original, of which the precepts in- 
scribed upon the tables of stone, and recorded by 
Moses in the Pentateuch, were an unerring tran- 
script. Those who arrived at an understanding 
of this important point were thus led to see the 
sacred, unchanging character of the divine law. 
They saw, as never before, the force of the 
Saviour’s words, ‘Till heaven and earth pass, 
one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from 
the law.’ The law of God, being a revelation 
of His will, a transcript of His character, must 
endure forever, ‘as a faithful witness in heaven.’ 
Not one command has been annulled; not a jot 
or tittle has been changed. Says the Psalmist: 
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‘For ever, O Lord, thy word is settled in heaven.’ 
‘All his commandments are sure. They stand 
fast for ever and ever.’ 

‘“In the very bosom of the decalogue is the 
fourth commandment.”’ 

On page 447, same work, she says: ‘‘The claim 
so often put forth, that Christ changed the Sab- 
bath, is disproved by His own words. In His ser- 
mon on the mount He said’’—then she quotes 
Matt. 5: 17-19. 

We have here a very good example of how 
Adventists attempt to divide the law into the 
‘law of God,’’ or decalogue, and the ‘‘law of 
Moses.’’ As usual, a careful study of the text 
will show the erroneousness of such a theory. 
That, when Christ here uses the word ‘‘law,’’ He 
means the whole law given at Sinai is very appar- 
ent, as He goes ahead and gives six quotations 
from it, two from the decalogue, and four from 
the balance of the law. The quotation in verse 
21 of Matthew 5 is from Ex. 20:13 and Deut. 
5:17; that in verse 27 is from Ex. 20:14 and 
Deut. 5:18; in each case from the decalogue, it 
is true, but the quotation in verse 31 is from 
Deut. 24:1, 3; that of verse 33 from Lev. 19:12, 
Num. 30:2 and Deut. 23:21; that of verse 38 
from Ex. 21:24, Lev. 24:20, and Deut. 19:21; 
while that of verse 43 is from Ley. 19:18, the last 
four having no connection with the decalogue. So 
we see that the whole law stands or falls together, 
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for Christ makes it very plain here that that is 
what He has reference to. 

The term ‘‘the law and the prophets’’ refers 
to the Old Testament, which the Jews divided 
into ‘‘the law,’’ the five books of Moses, and 
“‘the prophets,’’ the balance of the Old Testa- 
ment. Sometimes there was a third division men- 
tioned, ‘‘the psalms,’’ as in Luke 24:44. Hence 
we read in Gal. 3:10, ‘‘all things that are written 
in the book of the law;’’ Acts 7: 42, ‘‘is written in 
the book of the prophets;’’ Acts 13:15, ‘‘read- 
ing of the law and the prophets;’’ Matt. 7:12, 
“‘this is the law and the prophets;’’ Matt. 11:18, 
“‘the prophets and the law prophesied until 
John;’’ Matt. 22:40, ‘‘on these two command- 
ments the whole law hangeth, and the prophets;’’ 
Luke 16:29, ‘‘they have Moses and the proph- 
ets;’’ John 1:45, ‘‘him, of whom Moses in the 
law, and the prophets, wrote;’’ Luke 24: 27, 
‘‘beginning from Moses and from all the proph- 
ets;’? Acts 26:22, ‘‘what the prophets and 
Moses did say;’’ Acts 28:23, ‘‘and persuading 
them concerning Jesus, both from the law of 
Moses and from the prophets.’? And so we 
might go on. 

‘‘But,’’ say the Adventists, ‘‘fulfill does not 
mean to abrogate or destroy.” On page 52, 
‘Scriptural Evidences,’’ second edition, revised, 
they say: ‘‘ ‘Fulfil,’ when spoken of the law, 
means to obey, make known, or carry out.’’ Very 
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true indeed, and that was just what Christ was 
teaching in His sermon on the mount: that He 
had come to complete the law and carry out the 
prophecies concerning Himself, and not until 
that had been done; not until the law had com- 
pletely served the purpose for which it had been 
given; not until type met antitype at the cross 
—would it pass away. Thus He says in Luke 16: 
17: ‘‘But it is easier for heaven and earth to pass 
away, than for one tittle of the law to fall.”’ 

After His resurrection, Christ opens ‘the 
minds of His disciples to understand the Scrip- 
tures and shows them that these things had come 
to pass; that the law had been fulfilled. On the 
road to Emmaus, He utters these words in Luke 
24: 25-27 to those two disciples: ‘‘O foolish men, 
and slow of heart to believe in all that the proph- 
ets have spoken! Behooved it not the Christ to 
suffer these things, and to enter into his glory? 
And beginning from Moses and from all the 
prophets, he interpreted to them in all the 
scriptures the things concerning himself.’’ 

Then when He appeared to the eleven apostles 
at Jerusalem, He said to them: ‘‘These are my 
words which I spake unto you, while I was yet 
with you, that all things must needs be fulfilled, 
which are written in the law of Moses, and the 
prophets, and the psalms, concerning me. Then 
opened he their mind, that they might under- 
stand the scriptures; and he said unto them, 
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Thus it is written, that the Christ should suffer, 
and rise from the dead again the third day; and 
that repentance and remission of sins should 
be preached in his name unto all the nations, 
beginning from Jerusalem. Ye are witnesses of 
these things,’’ Luke 24: 44-48. 

Christ says that He fulfilled the law, and Paul 
says: ‘‘He hath taken it out of the way, nailing 
it to the cross,’’ Col. 2:14. That settles it. 
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CHAPTER IIL. 
THE DECALOGUE 


W* have seen in the preceding chapter that 
the terms, ‘‘law,’’ ‘‘law of God’’ and ‘‘law 
of Moses,’’ mean one and the same thing; now let 
us here examine that decalogue closely and come 
to a complete understanding concerning it, for it 
is to the decalogue that the Adventists must go 
for their supposed authority for keeping the Sab- 
bath, and when understood that the decalogue 
as given at Sinai was for the Jewish nation only, 
that its mission and jurisdiction ceased at the 
cross with the balance of the Mosaic law, then the 
whole structure of Adventism, including Sab- 
bath-keeping, falls. We will, therefore, consider 
their claims regarding the decalogue, and com- 
pare them with the plain teachings of the Scrip- 
tures on the subject. 

In their Bible students’ pamphlet, ‘‘The Lord’s 
Day, the Test of the Ages,’’ pages 27 and 28, we 
read: ‘‘God chose to speak His law from Sinai’s 
peak, amid the solitudes of earth. It was spoken 
on land not belonging to the Hebrews, showing 
even in this that it was for the world. Jehovah 
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did not trust prophet or priest to proclaim it; 
He uttered it with His own voice. He did not 
proclaim it in the stillness to the heart, but in 
trumpet tones, which shook the earth, amid such 
glory as the world had never seen, nor will see, 
till He who was on Sinai shall come again in His 
glory. This law was not written on parchment 
or papyrus, but graven by God’s finger on tables 
of enduring rock. A costly receptacle—the ark 
of the testimony—was made for it, the cover 
of which was symbolic of God’s throne. Every- 
thing attending the giving of the law showed its 
exceeding and extraordinary importance, majesty, 
holiness, comprehensiveness, singularity and obli- 
gation, high over all other laws. It was the re- 
fleet of God’s character, the expression of His 
righteousness, and is a complete compendium of 
all morality. . . . It contains ‘the whole duty of 
man,’ Eeel. 12:13.’’ 

As I have already pointed out by quotations 
in the preceding chapter, they hold that the ten 
commandments on the tables of stone given to 
Moses at Sinai are an exact copy of God’s eternal 
law, by which He rules the universe, and con- 
tained on similar stones in an ark in heaven, 
of which the ark in the Jewish tabernacle was 
also a copy. Says Uriah Smith in his book, 
‘‘Daniel and the Revelation,’’ edition copyright 
1912, page 667: ‘‘Here, then, was the ark in 
heaven, the great antitype of the ark, which, 
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during the typical dispensation, existed here on 
earth; and the law which this heavenly ark con- 
tained must consequently be the great original 
of which the law on the tables in the earthly ark 
was but a transcript, or copy; and both must 
read precisely alike, word for word, jot for jot, 
tittle for tittle. To suppose otherwise would 
involve not only falsehood, but the greatest 
absurdity. That law, then, is still the law of 
God’s government, and its fourth precept, now 
as in the beginning, demands the observance of 
the seventh day of the week as the Sabbath.’’ 

To them, sin is the breaking of one of the 
ten commandments. In their Bible students’ 
pamphlet, ‘‘Christ Our Advocate,’’ page 18, we 
read: ‘‘Of the law contained in the ark, the word 
of God says that it is holy and spiritual, and that 
it gives a knowledge of sin. Rom. 3:20; 7:7, 
12, 14. Therefore we conclude that ‘sin is the 
transgression of the law,’ and this is directly 
stated in 1 John 3:4. We also know that the law 
to which reference is made in these passages is 
the law of ten commandments, because that is the 
law which says, ‘Thou shalt not covet’ (Rom. 
7:7), and this is the tenth commandment of the 
decalogue.’’ 

Summing up briefly, then, the claims of Ad- 
ventism regarding the decalogue are: that the 
decalogue as given to Moses at Sinai is an exact, 
verbatim copy of God’s law inscribed on similar 
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tables of stone in heaven; that all the universe, 
including the hosts of heaven, are governed by 
it; that it was given to Adam in Eden; that it 
embraces the whole duty of man; and that sin 
is the transgression or breaking of one or more 
of the ten commandments. Some program! 
Now, naturally, the first thing for us to do in 
the study of this decalogue is to find out exactly 
what was written on those stones God gave 
Moses, for if we know the wording of them, then, 
according to the Advent theory, we will know 
what is on the great original in heaven, the one 
being an exact copy of the other. Fortunately, 
this is a simple matter. Moses, who ought to 
know, tells us that all the words God spake aloud 
to the Israelites in the memorable day when they 
stood before Him at Sinai, were written on the 
stones. He says in Deut. 9:10: ‘‘And Jehovah 
delivered unto me the two tables of stone written 
with the finger of God; and on them was written 
according to all the words, which Jehovah spake 
with you in the mount out of the midst of the 
fire in the day of the assembly.’’ That is plain 
enough, isn’t it? Now, all we have to do is to 
turn to Exodus 20 and see what God said; then 
we have the story complete. Beginning with 
verse 1, we read: ‘‘And God spake all these 
words, saying.’’ Then, beginning with the second 
verse and ending with the seventeenth, we have 
His words. He starts out with these words: ‘‘T 
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am Jehovah thy God, who brought thee out of 
the land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 
Thou shalt have no other gods before me.’’ 

Say, dear reader, any time you want to have 
a little fun, ask an Adventist what was on those 
stones. Ask him if Ex. 20: 2 was. Watch him 
squirm. Is such wording applicable to the angels 
in heaven? How would it sound to them for 
God to call them together and say: ‘‘I am Jehovah 
thy God, who brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt, out of the house of bondage,’’ etce.? Had 
they been in slavery in Egypt? How would it 
have sounded to Adam, freshly created? Apply 
it to yourself, my friend. Have you ever been 
in Egypt? So, the whole thing is preposterous, 
absurd! 

Let us continue. Verse 10 in the fourth com- 
mandment reads: ‘‘But the seventh day is a sab- 
bath unto Jehovah thy God: in it thou shalt not 
do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, 
thy man-servant, nor thy maid-servant, nor thy 
eattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy gates.’’ 
While verse 17, the tenth commandment, reads 
like this: ‘‘Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s 
house, thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s wife, 
nor his man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nor anything that is thy 
neighbor’s.’’ Just stop now and think a moment. 
Have angels sons, wives and daughters, slaves, 
cattle, oxen and asses in heaven? Are there

strangers there? And, again, is the seventh com- 
mandment, ‘‘Thou shalt not commit adultery,”’ 
verse 14, applicable to heavenly conditions, where 
there is neither marrying nor giving in marriage? 

So you see how silly and groundless the Ad- 
ventist claims are. 

If, then, the decalogue is not applicable to 
heavenly conditions, nor to Adam and the patri- 
archs, or us to-day, to whom, then, is it appli- 
cable? Why, God tells in His very first words to 
that nation, the Israelites, which He had just 
brought out of the land of Egypt with a mighty 
hand and an outstretched arm, which act was 
still fresh and vivid in their minds. The deca- 
logue was for the Jewish nation, and for them 
only. In that form it had never before existed, 
and in that form its jurisdiction ceased at the 
cross with the balance of the Mosaic law, when 
the Jewish nation had fulfilled the purpose for 
which God had made it a nation; that is, a people 
through whom He might give the world a Saviour. 
Moses, in Deut. 4:8, says: ‘‘And what great na- 
tion is there, that hath statutes and ordinances 
so righteous as all this law, which I set before 
you this day?’’ The answer is, no nation. 

To the claim I have heard advanced that Ex. 
20:2 is not a commandment, I can readily an- 
swer that it is an essential part of the first com- 
mandment. ‘‘Thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore me’’ is without meaning unless we first 
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know what God that is that we are not to have 
any other before. 

Adventists claim that it is necessary to go to 
the fourth commandment to find out who gave the 
decalogue. Mrs. White, in her ‘‘Great Contro- 
versy,’’ page 452, edition copyrighted 1911, says, 
speaking of this commandment: ‘‘ Aside from this 
precept, there is nothing in the decalogue to 
show by whose authority the law is given.’’ 
That would be true if we were to leave off the 
introduction as the Adventists do, but, in the light 
of plain facts, it is far from being true. It was 
not the custom for men, in those days, to sign 
their name in the middle of a document, but 
they placed it at the beginning, as in Ezra 7:12, 
‘‘ Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto Ezra the priest,’’ 
ete.; again in Acts 23:26, ‘‘Claudius Lysias 
unto the most excellent governor Felix.’’ Note 
how Romans, 1 and 2 Corinthians, Galatians, 
Ephesians, Philippians, Colossians, ete., start out. 
Notice even how our present laws begin: ‘‘Be it 
enacted by the Legislature of the State of Ari- 
zona.’’ They don’t wait till they get down to the 
middle of it before they tell who is doing it. So 
in this ease. 

Some men say, ‘‘Oh, you can prove anything 
by the Bible.”’ I say you can not, if you will 
consider the complete truth laid down on its 
precious pages. Of course, if you leave off part 
of the truth, twist and pervert the plain meaning 
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of other parts of it, and maybe add a little that 
does not belong there at all, you can make out 
a case after a fashion, but what have you when 
you have done it? So with Adventism. 

But, returning to our subject, the question 
arises as to why God spoke these commandments 
as He did, and wrote them on the tables of stone, 
if they are not to be given the pre-eminence the 
Adventists claim for them. Both God and Moses 
answer the first part of the question for us, why 
God spake these aloud. We read in Ex. 19:9: 
“‘And Jehovah said unto Moses, Lo, I come unto 
thee in a thick cloud, that the people may hear 
when I speak with thee, and may also believe 
thee for ever.’’ Moses says in Deut: 4:10: ‘‘The 
day that thou stoodest before Jehovah thy God in 
Horeb, when Jehovah said unto me, Assemble me 
the people, and I will make them hear my words, 
that they may learn to fear me all the days that 
they live upon the earth, and that they may 
teach their children.’’ There it is. God called the 
children of Israel before Him at Sinai, and spoke 
aloud to them, that they might fear Him and keep 
His commandments, and believe all that Moses 
should teach them. God in reality gave in the 
decalogue a brief synopsis of the law He later 
gave them through Moses, and when Moses read 
to them the law he had received while with God 
in the mountain, they believed him when he told 
them it was from God. I do not know, I can not 
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say, but it seems quite possible from the reading 
of Ex. 20: 19-21, that God would have spoken the 
whole law aloud to the people, had they not re- 
quested otherwise, for it was their request that 
He speak no more with them, but, instead, they 
asked that He give His message to Moses, and 
they would get it from Moses. 

As to why God wrote the ten commandments 
on stones is, I think, easily understood also. Re- 
member, there was a covenant entered into at 
Sinai between God and the Israelites, and in those 
days, when any solemn covenant or contract was 
entered into, it was the custom to select some 
object as witness or testimony of it. Thus we see 
Abraham, at Beer-sheba, set apart seven lambs as 
a witness of his covenant withh Abimelech, Gen. 
21: 27-31; Jacob at Bethel, erecting a pillar as 
a witness of his vow to God, Gen. 28: 18-22; and, 
in Gen. 31:48, Jacob and Laban making a heap 
of stones as a witness of their covenant. Hence, 
the decalogue on the tables of stone. The deca- 
logue represented the whole law, and was a 
witness or testimony of the covenant between 
God and the Israelites, hence the expression, 
‘‘tables of the testimony,’’ Ex. 31:18; ‘‘ark of 
the testimony,’’ Ex. 30: 6, ete. 

Adventists make Eecl. 12:13 to read this way: 
‘‘Mear God and keep the ten commandments, for 
this is the whole duty of men.’’ Could you 
imagine a system or doctrine so narrow as to 
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say that the ten commandments embrace the 
whole duty of man to God, to himself, and to his 
fellow-man? Adventism does. But were not the 
Jews commanded to pay tithes, offer certain sac- 
rifices, keep. the feast days, be circumcised, and 
dozens of other things not mentioned in the 
decalogue? Certainly. When those penitent 
believers on the day of Pentecost asked Peter 
what their duty was, did he tell them to go home 
and keep the ten commandments? He did not! 
He said to them: ‘‘Repent ye, and be baptized 
every ene of you in the name of Jesus Christ unto 
the remission of your sins; and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Spirit,’’ Acts 2:38. Do 
you find any such instruction as that in the deca- 
logue? Of course not. Wherever the Adventists 
find the word ‘‘commandments’’ in the Bible, 
it always means the ten, according to their theory. 
Why, there are hundreds of commandments in the 
Bible besides the ten. Read a few of them in 
Leviticus 19; Deut 26:12, 18; Neh. 8:14. Paul, 
in 1 Cor. 14: 37, says: ‘‘If any man thinketh him- 
self to be a prophet, or spiritual, let him take 
knowledge of the things which I write unto you, 
that they are the commandment of the Lord.’’ 
When the lawyer came to Jesus, Matt. 22: 
35-40, and asked Him, ‘‘Teacher, which is the 
great commandment in the law?’’ which one of 
the ten did Jesus quote to him? None. Instead, 
‘the said unto him, Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
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God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind. This is the great and 
first commandment. And a second like unto it 
is this, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. 
On these two commandments the whole law 
hangeth, and the prophets,’’ and I might add, 
‘“including the decalogue.’’ The first great com- 
mandment Christ quoted from the law is found in 
Deut. 6:5, and the second one in Lev. 19:18. 

Since then, the decalogue does not embrace 
the whole duty of man, the inevitable conclusion 
is that sin must be something more that merely 
the transgression of one of the ten commandments, 
and the Scriptures furnish abundant proof of the 
correctness of such a conclusion. I will give you 
briefly four definitions of sin, found in the New 
Testament: 1 John 3:4, ‘‘lawlessness;’? 1 John 
5:17, ‘‘all unrighteousness;’’ Jas. 4:17, ‘‘to re- 
frain from doing good;’’? Rom. 14:23, ‘‘lack of 
faith.’’ Is the decalogue God’s supreme, com- 
plete, and only law? Does it cover all forms of 
lawlessness and unrighteousness? Does it say 
anything about doing good? Does it mention 
faith? The answer is emphatically, ‘‘No.’’ 

A text often used by Adventists in support 
of their theory of the perpetuity of the decalogue 
is Rom. 3:31: ‘‘Do we then make the law of none 
effect through faith? God forbid: nay, we estab- 
lish the law.’’ Their stand on this verse is a good 
illustration of their constant attempt to divide the 
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law of Sinai into two parts. We read in ‘‘Scrip- 
tural Evidences,’’ page 42, second edition, re- 
vised, under the heading, ‘‘Moral Law’’: ‘‘Rom. 
3:31: The law is established, not abolished, by 
faith.’’ And on page 66, under ‘‘Moral and 
Mosaic Laws Contrasted’’: ‘‘Moral: Is established 
by faith in Christ (Rom. 3:31). Mosaic: Is made 
void by faith in Christ (Gal. 5:1-4).’’ Is there 
any positive statement anywhere that Paul is 
talking about the decalogue only in that thirty- 
first verse of Romans 3? There is not. Then, how 
do they know that such is the case? The answer 
is, they don’t know; it merely fits their theory, 
that is all. But we have already seen that ‘‘the 
law’’ embraced everything given at Sinai, and if 
we are going to consider that Paul is here argu- 
ing for the perpetuity of that law, then we retain 
the whole thing, and we know that can not be. 
The marginal reading of Rom. 3:31 is: ‘‘Do we 
then make law of none effect through the faith? 
God forbid: nay, we establish law.’’? Which is the 
better translation, there being no ‘‘the’’ before 
the word ‘‘law’’ in the original Greek? Paul had 
been arguing against the Mosaic law here, and in 
order to disabuse any one’s mind of the idea he 
was opposed to all law of any kind, he says in 
effect: ‘‘Do we then make anarchists, or antino- 
mians (setting aside all law), of men when they ac- 
cept the faith, or become Christians? No, they 
are our best type of law-abiding citizens.”’ 
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As a fitting close of this chapter we will con- 
sider five texts that mark the time of the begin- 
ning and the ending of the law so plainly that 
the wayfaring man, though a fool, need not err 
therein: 

Rom. 5:12-14: ‘‘Therefore, as through one 
man sin entered into the world, and death through 
sin; and so death passed unto all men, for that 
all sinned :—for until the law sin was in the world; 
but sin is not imputed when there is no law. 
Nevertheless death reigned from Adam _ until 
Moses, even over them that had not sinned after 
the likeness of Adam’s transgression, who is a 
figure of him that was to come.’’ Note the ex- 
pression, ‘‘for until the law sin was in the world,’’ 
showing that sin was in the world before ‘‘the 
law’’ was; and in the next sentence the coming 
of ‘‘the law’’ is placed at the time of Moses. In 
order, though, that no one may get the idea that 
the world was entirely without a law from God 
before Sinai, Paul says: ‘‘But sin is not imputed 
where there is no law.’’ There has always been a 
divine law of some kind in the world, for we 
know God gave Abraham commandments, statutes 
and laws (Gen. 26:5), but ‘‘the law,’’ as given at 
Sinai, is shown not to have existed before that 
time. 

Gal. 3:16-19: ‘‘Now to Abraham were the 
promises spoken, and to his seed. He saith not, 
And to seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to 
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thy seed, which is Christ. Now this I say: A 
covenant confirmed beforehand by God, the law, 
which came four hundred and thirty years after, 
doth not disannul, so as to make the promise of 
none effect. For if the inheritance is of the law, it 
is no more of promise: but God hath granted it 
to Abraham by promise. What then is the law? 
It was added because of transgressions, till the 
seed should come to whom the promise hath been 
made.’’ Here we have given in terms unmistak- 
able the time when the law was given, and the 
length of time it was to exist. Added to the 
promise that God had given Abraham four hun- 
dred and thirty years earlier, which places it at 
Sinai, it was to be in effect until the coming of 
the seed, Christ. 

2 Cor. 3:2-11. This passage is so long, that, 
to avoid unnecessary repetition, I shall place 
my remarks in brackets as we go along. We 
read: ‘‘Being made manifest that ye are an 
epistle of Christ, ministered by us, written not 
with ink [as Moses wrote all the law in a book], 
but with the Spirit of the living God; not in 
tables of stone [like the decalogue], but in tables 
that are hearts of flesh. And such confidence 
have we through Christ to God-ward: not that 
we are sufficient of ourselves, to account any- 
thing as from ourselves; but our sufficiency is 
from God; who also made us sufficient as min- 
isters of a new covenant; not of the letter [like 
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the old], but of the spirit: for the letter killeth, 
but the spirit giveth life. But if the ministration 
of death, written and engraven on stone [what 
was that?], came with glory, so that the children 
of Israel could not look stedfastly upon the face 
of Moses for the glory of his face; which glory 
was passing away [that the glory of the giving of 
the law, so glorious that it even shone on Moses’ 
face]: how shall not rather the ministration of 
the spirit [the gospel] be with glory? For if the 
ministration of condemnation hath glory, much 
more doth the ministration of righteousness ex- 
ceed in glory. For verily that which hath been 
made glorious hath not been made glorious in 
this respect, by reason of the glory that sur- 
passeth. For if that which passeth away [the 
ministration of death written and engraven on 
stones] was with glory, much more that which 
remaineth is in glory.’’ Here is language as 
plain as it would seem possible to make, Paul 
specifically mentioning the decalogue on stones, 
using it to represent the whole Mosaic system 
which has been done away. 

Then we have those two beautiful state- 
ments of Paul’s, one in Ephesians and one in 
Colossians, so plain that it would seem like try- 
ing to gild the lily to comment on them: 

Eph. 2:18-16: ‘‘But now in Christ Jesus ye 
that once were far off are made nigh in the 
blood of Christ. For he is our peace, who made 
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both one, and brake down the middle wall of 
partition, having abolished in his flesh the 
enmity, even the law of commandments con- 
tained in ordinances; that he might create in 
himself of the two one new man, so making 
peace; and might reconcile them both in one 
body unto God through the cross, having slain 
the enmity thereby.’’ 

Col. 2:13, 14: ‘‘And you, being dead through 
your trespasses and the uncireumcision of your 
flesh, you, I say, did he make alive together with 
him, having forgiven us all our trespasses; having 
blotted out the bond written in ordinances that 
was against us, which was contrary to us: and 
he hath taken it out of the way, nailing it to 
the ecross.”’ 

Enough said. 
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THE LAW OF CHRIST 


‘Bear ye one another’s burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ’? (Gal. 6: 2). 


HE sweeping away of the Mosaic law, given 

at Sinai, by the sacrifice on Calvary, does not 
leave the people of God to-day without a divine 
law to govern and to guide them, and to reveal 
to them God’s will. Just as the old covenant 
was supplanted by a new and better covenant, 
so was the law God gave through Moses replaced 
by the new and better law contained in the 
gospel He gave through His Son Jesus Christ. 
Thus we read in Heb. 1: 1, 2: ‘‘God, having of 
old time spoken unto the fathers in the prophets 
by divers portions and in divers manners, hath 
at the end of these days spoken unto us in his 
Son, whom he hath appointed heir of all things, 
through whom also he made the worlds.’’ 

At the transfiguration God said of Him (Matt. 
17:5): ‘‘This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased; hear ye him.’’ Not Moses. 

Away back in Deut. 18:18, 19, we find where 
God had told that great antitype of Christ, Moses, 
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lawgiver and leader, that He would raise up a 
new lawgiver similar to him, to whom attention 
was to be given: ‘‘I will raise them up a prophet 
from among their brethren, like unto thee; and 
I will put my words in his mouth, and he shall 
speak unto them all that I shall command him. 
And it shall come to pass, that whosoever will 
not hearken unto my words which he shall speak 
in my name, I will require it of him.”’ 

Christ says that He was the prophet and law- 
giver. John 12: 48-50: ‘‘He that rejecteth me, and 
receiveth not my sayings, hath one that judgeth 
him: the word that I spake, the same shall judge 
him in the last day. For I spake not from my- 
self; but the Father that sent me, he hath given 
me a commandment, what I should say, and what 
I should speak. And I know that his command- 
ment is life eternal; the things therefore which 
I speak, even as the Father hath said unto me, 
so I speak.’’ Hence, the words which Christ 
speaks, the law that He lays down, is that royal 
law, that perfect law of liberty, that the world 
is to be judged by. We read (Jas. 1:25): ‘But 
he that looketh into the perfect law, the law of 
liberty, and so continueth, being not a hearer that 
forgetteth but a doer that worketh, this man 
shall be blessed in his doing.’’ Again (Jas. 2: 
8, 12): ‘‘Howbeit if ye fulfil the royal law, accord- 
ing to the scripture, Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself, ye do well. So speak ye, and so do, as

men that are to be judged by a law of liberty.”’ 
We have further confirmation that that law is 
the gospel laid down by Christ, in Rom. 2:16, ‘‘In 
the day when God shall judge the secrets of men, 
according to my gospel, by Jesus Christ,’’ and 
John 5:22, ‘‘For neither doth the Father judge 
any man, but he hath given all judgment unto 
the Son.’’ 

Isaiah prophesied of the Christ and His law. 
In Isa. 42:1-4, we read: ‘‘Behold, my servant, 
whom I uphold; my chosen, in whom my soul 
delighteth: I have put my Spirit upon him; he will 
bring forth justice to the Gentiles. He will not 
ery, nor lift up his voice, nor cause it to be 
heard in the street. A bruised reed will he not 
break, and a dimly burning wick will he not 
quench: he will bring forth justice in truth. He 
will not fail nor be discouraged, till he have set 
justice in the earth; and the isles shall wait for 
his law.’’ His law had not yet been given in 
Isaiah’s time. Christ says in John 14:15, ‘‘If 
ye love me, ye will keep my commandments,’’ and 
in His great commission to His disciples, found in 
Matt. 28: 18-20: ‘‘All authority hath been given 
unto me in heaven and on earth. Go ye there- 
fore, and make disciples of all the nations, baptiz- 
ing them into the name of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Spirit: teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I commanded you: 
and lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of 
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the world.’’ All authority had been given to 
Christ, and they were to teach people to observe 
the things Christ had commanded them, not what 
had been commanded the children of Israel in 
the wilderness. 

In Heb. 12:18-25, our attention is especially 
directed away from Sinai to Christ and the city 
of the living God: ‘‘For ye are not come unto a 
mount that might be touched, and that burned 
with fire, and unto blackness, and darkness, and 
tempest, and the sound of a trumpet, and the 
voice of words; which voice they that heard en- 
treated that no word more should be spoken unto 
them; for they could not endure that which 
was enjoined, If even a beast touch the mountain, 
it shall be stoned; and so fearful was the appear- 
ance, that Moses said, I exceedingly fear and 
quake: but ye are come unto mount Zion, and 
unto the city of the living God, the heavenly 
Jerusalem, and to innumerable hosts of angels, 
to the general assembly and church of the first- 
born who are enrolled in heaven, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of just men made 
perfect, and to Jesus the mediator of a new cove- 
nant, and to the blood of a sprinkling that 
speaketh better than that of Abel. See that ye 
refuse not him that speaketh. For if they escaped 
not when they refused him that warned them on 
earth, much more shall not we escape who turn 
away from him that warneth from heaven.”’ 
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Christians, go no more to Sinai; forget it. We 
are under a new covenant, with Christ Himself 
our mediator. Moses and his work have passed 
away, but Christ, our Redeemer, is alive forever- 
more, and He has given unto us a law and cove- 
nant that are to endure for all time. 
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CHAPTER V. 
THE TWO COVENANTS 


O have a proper understanding of the law, 
and the Sabbath question, we should under- 
stand thoroughly the two covenants. 

In Heb. 8: 6-13 we find these words: ‘‘But now 
hath he obtained a ministry the more excellent, 
by so much as he is also the mediator of a better 
covenant, which hath been enacted upon better 
promises. For if that first covenant had been 
faultless, then would no place have been sought 
for a second. For finding fault with them, he 
saith, 
Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 

That I will make a new covenant with the house 
of Israel and with the house of Judah; 

Not according to the covenant that I made with 
their fathers 

In the day that I took them by the hand to lead 
them forth out of the land of Egypt; 

For they continued not in my covenant, 

And I regarded them not, saith the Lord. 

For this is the covenant that I will make with the 
house of Israel 
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After those days, saith the Lord; 

I will put my laws into their mind, 

And on their heart also will I write them: 

And I will be to them a God, 

And they shall be to me a people: 

And they shall not teach every man his fellow- 
citizen, 

And every man his brother, saying: Know the 
Lord: 

For all shall know me, 

From the least to the greatest of them. 

For I will be merciful to their iniquities, 

And their sins will I remember no more. 

In that he saith, A new covenant, he hath made 
the first old. But that which is becoming old and 
waxeth aged is nigh unto vanishing away.’’ 
Verses 8-12 are taken from Jer. 31: 31-34. 

We note that the new covenant is to be a 
better covenant, founded on better promises; that 
it is to be with the house of Israel (and Judah) ; 
is to be different from the old; that God is to 
write His laws in the hearts of men; that it is 
to be only with those who know God, and that 
under this covenant there is to be a wiping out, 
or forgiveness, of sin. 

Now, in order to properly understand the 
new covenant, and see wherein it is different and 
better than the old, we must first have a good 
understanding of the old. Turning to Ex. 19: 1-8, 
we read: ‘‘In the third month after the children 
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of Israel were gone forth out of the land of Egypt, 
the same day came they into the wilderness of 
Sinai. And when they were departed from 
Rephidim, and were come to the wilderness of 
Sinai, they encamped in the wilderness; and 
there Israel encamped before the mount. And 
Moses went up unto God, and Jehovah called 
unto him out of the mountain, saying, Thus shalt 
thou say to the house of Jacob, and tell the 
children of Israel: Ye have seen what I did unto 
the Egyptians, and how I bare you on eagles’ 
wings, and brought you unto myself. Now 
therefore if ye will obey my voice indeed, and keep 
my covenant, they ye shall be mine own possession 
from among all peoples: for all the earth is mine: 
and ye shall be unto me a kingdom of priests, 
and a holy nation. These are the words which 
thou shalt speak unto the children of Israel. And 
Moses came and called for the elders of the people, 
and set before them all these words which 
Jehovah commanded him. And all the people 
answered together, and said, All that Jehovah 
hath spoken we will do. And Moses reported the 
words of the people unto Jehovah.”’ 

Thus, the first covenant was given at Sinai to 
the Jewish nation with Moses as mediator. God 
tells them through Moses that if they will obey 
Him and do as He asks them, He will bless them 
as a nation above all the nations of the earth. 
In verse 7 we find Moses carrying God’s proposi- 
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tion to the people, and in verse 8 the people agree 
to it. The balance of the chapter is given to 
God’s instructions to Moses regarding the prepara- 
tion of the people, and the details leading up to 
the giving of the law, which begins in the next 
chapter. In Ex. 20:1, we read: ‘‘And God spake 
all these words, saying ;’’ then follows that portion 
known as the ten commandments. Then we have 
related, in verses 18 to 21, how, when God had 
finished speaking the ten commandments, the 
people were afraid and begged Moses to go get 
the rest of it for them, instead of God speaking 
directly to them. So Moses goes up to God, and, 
beginning with verse 22 of this same chapter and 
ending with the last verse of the twenty-third 
chapter, we have the instructions or law which 
God gave Moses in the mount for the children of 
Israel. Moses then comes down from the mount, 
and we read as follows in Ex. 24:3-8: ‘‘And 
Moses came and told the people all the words of 
Jehovah, and all the ordinances: and all the 
people answered with one voice, and said, All the 
words which Jehovah hath spoken will we do. 
And Moses wrote all the words of Jehovah, and 
rose up early in the morning, and builded an 
altar under the mount, and twelve pillars, accord- 
ing to the twelve tribes of Israel. And he sent 
young men of the children of Israel, who offered 
' burnt-offerings, and sacrificed peace-offerings of 
oxen unto Jehovah. And Moses took half of the 
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blood, and put it in basins; and half of the blood 
he sprinkled on the altar. And he took the book 
of the covenant, and read in the audience of the 
people: and they said, All that Jehovah hath 
spoken will we do, and be obedient. And Moses 
took the blood, and sprinkled it on the people, 
and said, Behold the blood of the covenant, which 
Jehovah hath made with you concerning all these 
words.’’ 

There is the old covenant: an agreement be- 
tween God, the party of the first part, and the 
Israelites, the parties of the second part, in 
which God agrees that, on certain conditions, He 
will bless them as a nation and give to them the 
land of Canaan. What we have just read from 
Ex. 20:2 to Ex. 23:33 are the conditions He lays 
down, to which all the people agree, and the 
covenant is sealed with blood. That the deca- 
logue was included in the covenant is quite evi- 
dent from the reading of the above chapters. 
As additional proof, we find in Ex. 31:18 and 32: 
15, that the tables of stone are spoken of as the 
‘‘tables of the testimony’’; in Deut. 9:9, 11, as 
the ‘‘tables of the covenant’’; while in Ex. 34:28 
they are said to have written on them ‘‘the words 
of the covenant.’’ The Jews called the ten com- 
mandments the ‘‘ten words,’’ hence the term “‘deca- 
logue’’; being derived from the Greek deka 
(ten) and logos (word). It is also quite evident 
that the decalogue was only a part of the law of the 
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covenant, and that all the law from Ex. 20: 2—23: 
33 must be included. So, again, we see the deca- 
logue as a part of that old system that was 
abolished at the cross. 

Now that we have learned what the old cove- 
nant actually was, with whom made, and the law 
that was the basis of it, let us next ascertain the 
purpose for which it was given, and the promises 
it carried. Of course, mortal man does not and 
ean not fully comprehend the thoughts and pur- 
poses of God, but this much at least is clear in 
this case: that God was selecting a nation through ~ 
which he might give to the world a Saviour, and 
He gave them a law that would constantly remind 
them of that Saviour that was to come. It was 
strictly a national and temporary proposition, 
being, as we have seen, ‘‘added because of 
transgressions till the seed should come,’’ Gal. 
3:19. The maximum penalty for violating the 
statutes was death, the same as any national 
law to-day. It had nothing to do with life be- 
yond the grave, for under it there was no forgive- 
ness of sin, ‘‘for it is impossible that the blood 
of bulls and goats should take away sins,’’ Heb. 
10:4; again, ‘‘And every priest indeed standeth 
day by day ministering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, the which can never take 
away sins: but he, when he had offered one sacri- 
fice for sins for ever, sat down on the right hand 
of God,’’ Heb..10:11, 12. 
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Now for the promises of the old covenant: 
they were also of a temporal nature. Read some 
of them in Ex. 19:5, 6; 23:20-33, and Deut. 28: 
1-10. Earthly blessings they were; nothing said 
about eternal life. 

With the above facts before us, we are now 
in a position to study and understand the new 
and better covenant, founded on better promises. 
As with the old covenant, this, too, was ratified 
with blood, not with the blood of animals as was 
the first, but with the blood of that ‘‘Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of the world,’’ 
John 1:29, our Saviour, when He laid down 
His own life on Calvary, ‘‘that whosoever believeth 
on him should not perish, but have eternal life,’’ 
John 3:16. This is the ‘‘everlasting covenant,’’ 
carrying with it the glad tidings of that covenant. 
It is called the new covenant because it was rati- 
fied last, but it existed in promise from the begin- 
ning, the two basic promises of the new covenant 
being given before Sinai and the old covenant. 
The first promise, that of a Saviour, was given 
in the garden of Eden: ‘‘And I will put enmity 
between thee and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed: he shall brise thy head, and 
thou shalt bruise his heel,’? Gen. 3:15. The 
second promise, that of the eternal inheritance, 
was given to Abraham and his seed, when God, 
having called him out of Ur of the Chaldees to 
go into the land that He would show him, said to 
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him: ‘‘Lift up now thine eyes, and look from the 
place where thou art, northward and southward and 
eastward and westward: for all the land which thou 
seest, to thee will I give it, and to thy seed for 
ever,’’ Gen. 13: 14, 15. 

Paul, in Gal. 3: 16-29, tells us who the seed re- 
ferred to here was: ‘‘Now to Abraham were the 
promises spoken, and to his seed. He saith not, 
And to seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to 
thy seed, which is Christ. And if ye are Christ’s, 
then are ye Abraham’s seed, heirs according to 
promise.’’ In Rom. 4: 138-16 he tells us what was 
promised Abraham, and more about the seed: 
“For not through the law was the promise to 
Abraham or to his seed that he should be heir 
of the world, but through the righteousness of 
faith. For if they that are of the law are heirs, 
faith is made void, and the promise is made of 
none effect: for the law worketh wrath; but 
where there is no law, neither is there trans- 
gression. For this cause it is of faith, that it 
may be according to grace; to the end that the 
promise may be sure to all the seed; not to that 
only which is of the law, but to that also which 
is of the faith of Abraham, who is the father of 
us all;’’ and in Rom. 5:1 we read: ‘‘Being there- 
fore justified by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.’’ 

That Abraham never received the promised 
inheritance during his lifetime we are informed 
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in Acts 7:5: ‘‘And he gave him none inheritance 
in it, no, not so much as to set his foot on: and 
he promised that he would give it to him in 
possession, and to his seed after him, when as 
yet he had no child.’’ Again, in Heb. 11: 8-16, 
39, 40, we have these remarkably beautiful words 
in further confirmation: ‘‘By faith Abraham, 
when he was called, obeyed to go out unto a 
place which he was to receive for an inheritance; 
and he went out, not knowing whither he went. 
By faith he became a sojourner in the land of 
promise, as in a land not his own, dwelling in 
tents, with Isaac and Jacob, the heirs with him 
of the same promise: for he looked for the city 
which hath the foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God. By faith even Sarah herself re- 
ceived power to conceive seed when she was 
past age, since she counted him faithful who had 
promised: wherefore also there sprang of one, 
and him as good as dead, so many as the stars of 
heaven in multitude, and as the sand, which is by 
the seashore, innumerable. 

‘‘These all died in faith, not having received 
the promises, but having seen them and greeted 
them from afar, and having confessed that they 
were strangers and pilgrims on the earth. For 
they that say such things make it manifest that 
they are seeking after a country of their own. 
And if indeed they had been mindful of that 
country from which they went out, they would 
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have had opportunity to return. But now they 
desire a better country; that is, a heavenly: 
wherefore God is not ashamed of them, to be 
called their God; for he hath prepared for them 
a city. 

“And these all, having had witness borne to 
them through their faith, received not the prom- 
ise, God having provided some better thing con- 
cerning us, that apart from us they should not 
be made perfect.’’ 

Paul, in his stirring address before King 
Agrippa, specifically places this inheritance be- 
yond the grave: ‘‘And now I stand here to be 
judged for the hope of the promise made of God 
unto our fathers; unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, earnestly serving God night and day, 
hope to attain. And concerning this hope I am 
accused by the Jews, O king! Why is it judged 
incredible with you, if God doth raise the dead?’’ 
Acts 26: 6-8. 

We find further reference to that inheritance 
in Heb. 9:15: ‘‘And for this cause he is the 
mediator of a new covenant, that a death having 
taken place for the redemption of the trans- 
gressions that were under the first covenant, they 
that have been called may receive the promise of 
the eternal inheritance.’ And so, it seems, I 
might go on indefinitely almost, but I will quote 
a few more passages regarding the promises of 
the new covenant, and pass on. Paul starts his 
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second Epistle to Timothy in this manner, ‘‘ Paul, 
an apostle of Christ Jesus through the will of 
God, according to the promise of the life which 
is in Christ Jesus,’’ and the Epistle to Titus thus- 
ly: ‘‘Paul, a servant of God, and an apostle of 
Jesus Christ, according to the faith of God’s elect, 
and the knowledge of the truth which is accord- 
ing to godliness, in hope of eternal life, which God, 
who cannot lie, promised before times eternal.’’ 

Peter says (2 Pet. 1:4): ‘‘Whereby he hath 
granted unto us his precious and exceeding great 
promises; that through these ye may become par- 
takers of the divine nature, having escaped from 
the corruption that is in the world by lust.’’ 

Hear our Saviour (Rev. 2:7): ‘‘To him that 
overcometh, to him will I give to eat of the tree 
of life, which is in the Paradise of God.’’ 

The reader will also enjoy reading the prom- 
ises contained in Revelation 21 and 22. 

Oh, beautiful promises of a wondrous life! 
May we all be partakers of those promises! 

The next question that naturally arises is, 
With whom was this covenant made and to whom 
are these promises given? A study of the prom- 
ises themselves practically answers that question, 
but we will take it up in greater detail here be- 
fore leaving the subject. God says in Heb. 8:8 
that this new covenant is to be with the house of 
Israel and the house of Judah, but we know that 
the ten tribes of Israel had disappeared as a 
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people long before the coming of Christ, and 
forty years after his ascension the house of Judah 
was scattered to the four winds, and their beauti- 
ful city of David, Jerusalem, destroyed. The 
Jewish nation had served its purpose; had given 
the world a Saviour; and now, under the new 
covenant, ‘‘there can be neither Jew nor Greek, 
there can be neither bond nor free, there can be 
no male and female; for ye all are one man in 
Christ Jesus,’’ Gal. 3:28. Hence, we know that 
it is not the old Israel, the literal descendants of 
Abraham, that God is speaking of here, but the 
new Israel, the true Israel, spiritual Israel, of 
which the old was a type, for, as I have already 
ealled your attention in this chapter, we read in 
Gal. 3:16, 29: ‘‘Now to Abraham were the prom- 
ises spoken, and to his seed. He saith not, And 
to seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to thy 
seed, which is Christ. And if ye are Christ’s, 
then are ye Abraham’s seed, heirs according to 
promise.’’ Again, in Rom. 9: 6-8, we read: ‘‘But 
it is not as though the word of God hath come 
to nought. For they are not all Israel, that are 
of Israel: neither, because they are Abraham’s 
seed, are they all children: but, In Isaae shall thy 
seed be called. That is, it is not the children of 
the flesh that are children of God; but the chil- 
dren of the promise are reckoned for a seed;’’ 
and in Gal, 4:28: ‘‘Now we, brethren, as Isaac 
was, are children of promise.’’ 
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The following from Tit. 2:18, 14, will prove 
instructive, ‘‘Looking for the blessed hope and 
appearing of the glory of the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ; who gave himself for us, 
that he might redeem us from all iniquity, and 
purify unto himself a people for his own posses- 
sion, zealous of good works;’’ as will also 1 Pet. 
2: 9, 10: ‘‘But ye are an elect race, a royal priest- 
hood, a holy nation, a people for God’s own 
possession, that ye may show forth the excellen- 
cies of him who called you out of darkness into 
his marvellous light: who in time past were no 
people, but now are the people of God: who had 
not obtained mercy, but now have obtained 
mercy.’’ Thus, Christians are the Israel of the 
new covenant, and have for their inheritance a 
land incorruptible and eternal. 

As the reader no doubt well knows, the old 
law, the old covenant, and, in fact, the whole Old 
Testament, contained many types pointing to 
Christ, that great antitype of the new covenant: 
Isaac, born of promise, a type of the Christ, born 
of a virgin, and of the true Israel of’ promise; 
Abraham about to offer up Isaac, a type of the 
sacrifice of the only begotten Son of God; Moses, 
deliverer and lawgiver, a type of the Christ; so, 
also, the literal descendants of Abraham crossing 
the Jordan into the promised land of Cannan, a 
type of the true seed of Abraham by promise, 
crossing the chasm of death to their eternal home. 
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“‘T will put my laws into their mind, and on 
their heart also will I write them.’’ Of course, 
Adventism says that the law spoken of here, that 
was to be put into the mind and on the heart, 
is the decalogue. We read in their Bible students’ 
pamphlet, ‘‘The Lord’s Day, the Test of the 
Ages,’’ pages 55 and 56, under article, ‘‘The Law 
of the New Covenant’’: ‘‘Note again that the 
confirmation of the new covenant does not con- 
template any change in the law, for the law that 
is written on the heart is the same law which 
was obligatory in the days of Jeremiah, B. C. 600. 
But this we all know to be the decalogue, and 
the decalogue enjoins the seventh-day Sabbath.’’ 
Wrong as usual. The reader will note that God 
does not use the term, ‘‘the law,’’ here; He says, 
‘my laws.’’ As Christ was the mediator of the 
new covenant, not Moses, we know that the law 
which accompanies the new covenant was the 
law that Christ, acting as spokesman for the 
Father, laid down in the gospel, which we have 
already noted was that royal law by which men 
are to be judged for eternity. 

‘‘But,’? some may say, ‘‘the decalogue says, 
‘Thou shalt not kill,’ and if the decalogue is not 
binding on Christians to-day, is it right to kill?’’ 
My dear friend, when California passed from 
Mexican rule to our own, the Mexican laws were 
replaced by the laws of the United States. Un- 
doubtedly there was in the Mexican laws a 
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statute against murder. Now, when the Mexican 
laws became no longer binding in California, 
would you say that it then was all right to com- 
mit murder in that State? The answer is ob- 
vious. We know there was a similar statute in 
the new laws which supplanted the Mexican 
laws. So with the laws of the old and new 
covenants; every moral principle which must re- 
main the same in all ages, that was laid down in 
the old law, reappears in the new, not necessarily 
in exactly the same wording nor the same 
arrangement, but there nevertheless. The fourth 
commandment of the decalogue was not founded 
on a moral principle any more than the com- 
mandments to observe the day of atonement or 
the Sabbatical year, and none of these appear in 
the new law. 

‘“And I will be to them a God, And they 
shall be to me a people, And they shall not teach 
every man his fellow-citizen, And every man his 
brother, saying, Know the Lord: For all shall 
know me, From the least to the greatest of them.’’ 
At Sinai, the old covenant was made with a 
nation, but the new covenant is with the in- 
dividual. It will not be necessary for those under 
the new covenant to exhort each other to know 
God, for the new covenant is only with those who 
do know God, and have accepted Christ as their 
personal Saviour. It is only through Christ that 
we become Abraham’s seed, partakers of the new 
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covenant, heirs of the eternal inheritance accord- 
ing to promise. ‘‘I am the way, and the truth, 
and the life: no one cometh unto the Father, but 
by me’”’ (John 14:6). Hence, this chapter would 
be incomplete without the consideration of the 
steps by which we become Christ’s, and through 
Him heirs of salvation. From Him we learn that 
we must be born again: ‘‘Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except one be born anew, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God,’’ and, ‘‘ Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except one be born of water and 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God, folio 

But, before one can be born, he must first be 
begotten: ‘‘Whosoever believeth that Jesus is 
the Christ is begotten of God,’’ 1 John 5:1. 
‘‘And without faith it is impossible to be well- 
pleasing unto him; for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder 
of them that seek after him,’’ Heb. 11:6. ‘‘He 
that believeth on the Son hath eternal life; but 
he that obeyeth not the Son shall not see life, but 
the wrath of God abideth on him,’’ John 3:36. 

Therefore, the first step in becoming a Chris- 
tian is faith, or belief in Christ. If one does not 
believe that Jesus was the Christ, the Son of God, 
he can never be a Christian, and, on the other 
hand, while that is not all that he is required to 
do to become a Christian, it is all that he is re- 
quired to believe; he does not have to subscribe

to a bunch of man-made articles of faith, nor be- 
lieve that Peter was the first pope, neither is it 
necessary to believe in Mrs. White and her alleged 
revelations, nor in Joe Smith, nor Mrs. Eddy, and 
so on down the line. The promise is, ‘‘Believe on 
the Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be saved,’’ Acts 16: 
31. On that great fact, or rock, that He is the 
Christ, the Son of God, He has built His church, 
Matt. 16: 16-18; 1 Cor. 3:11. 

Many people want to stop with the first step, 
faith, but if we stop with conception then that 
which has been conceived dies: our faith 
must be that living faith that will result in a 
full and unquestioning obedience. Hence, the 
second step to Christ is repentance. ‘‘The 
time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is 
at hand; repent ye, and believe in the gospel,’’ 
Mark 1:15. ‘‘And he said unto them, Thus 
it is written, that the Christ should suffer, 
and rise again from the dead the third day; 
and that repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name unto all the na- 
tions, beginning from Jerusalem,’’ Luke 24: 
46, 47. The gospel which they were to preach 
was not Sabbath-keeping, but repentance and re- 
mission of sins. ‘‘The times of ignorance there- 
fore God overlooked; but now he commandeth 
men that they should all everywhere repent,”’ 
Acts 17:30. God to-day is not commanding 
men to keep the Sabbath, but to repent. 
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So we come to the third step, which is con- 
fession. ‘‘Every one therefore who shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I also confess be- 
fore my Father who is in heaven,’’ Matt. 10: 32. 
‘“‘But what saith it? The word is nigh thee, in 
thy mouth, and in thy heart: that is, the word of 
faith, which we preach: because if thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth Jesus as Lord, and shalt 
believe in thy heart that God raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved: for with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto salvation,’’ Rom. 
10: 8-10. 

Now, having believed, having repented, and 
having confessed our belief before men, we are 
ready for the fourth step, baptism, by which we 
are born a new creature. ‘‘For as many of you 
as were baptized into Christ did put on Christ,”’’ 
Gal. 3:27. ‘‘Wherefore if any man is in Christ, 
he is a new creature: the old things are passed 
away; behold, they are become new,’’ 2 Cor. 5: 
17. ‘‘Or are ye ignorant that all we who were 
baptized into Christ Jesus were baptized into his 
death? We were buried therefore with him 
through baptism into death: that like as Christ 
was raised from the dead through the glory of 
the Father, so we also might walk in newness of 
life. For if we have become united with him in 
the likeness of his death, we shall be also in the 
likeness of his resurrection,’’ Rom. 6: 3-5. 
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There is only one way, by the way, that one 
can be buried in water, and that is by immersion. 
Even though we were ignorant of the fact that the 
Greek word baptizo, from which the English word 
“‘haptize’’ has been coined, but not translated, 
meant always to dip, plunge or immerse, and never 
to sprinkle or pour, we would still have no 
trouble in understanding what the ordinance 
was, with Scripture as plain as the above. 
Sprinkling is in no sense baptism, and neither 
is pouring. 

As the literal descendants of Abraham were 
such by birth, and all males were circumcised, so 
we through baptism are born spiritual seed of 
Abraham, children by promise, and by the same 
means receive a spiritual circumcision. ‘‘Take 
heed lest there shall be any one that maketh 
spoil of you through his philosophy and vain 
_ deceit, after the traditions of men, after the rudi- 
ments of the world, and not after Christ: for in 
him dwelleth all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily, and in him ye were made full, who is the 
head of all principality and power: in whom ye 
were also circumcised with a circumcision not 
made with hands, in the putting off of the body 
of the flesh, in the circumcision of Christ; having 
been buried with him in baptism, wherein ye 
were also raised with him through faith in the 
working of God, who raised him from the dead,”’ 
Col. 2: 8-12. 
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Baptism also brings us into the great body of 
Christ, His church: ‘‘For in one Spirit were we 
all baptized into one body, whether Jews or Greeks, 
whether bond or free,’? 1 Cor. 12:13. That 
Paul here means the church when he uses the 
term ‘‘body’’ the reader can readily verify by 
turning to Col. 1:18 and Eph. 1: 22, 23. 

Thus we obtain forgiveness of sins which God 
promised under the new covenant: ‘‘For I will 
be merciful to their iniquities, And their sins will 
I remember no more;’’ for it is the church, builded 
upon the Rock of Ages, that Christ shed His blood 
for. Acts 20:28: ‘‘Take heed unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, in which the Holy Spirit 
hath made you bishops, to feed the church of 
the Lord which he purchased with his own 
blood;’’ also Eph. 5:25: ‘‘Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself up for it.’’ And it is His blood 
which cleanses from sin; 1 John 1:7: ‘‘And the 
blood of Jesus his Son cleanseth us from all sin.’’ 
Consequently, on the day of Pentecost, when the 
ery was raised, ‘‘What shall we do?’’ Peter, under 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, said: ‘‘Repent 
ye, and be baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ unto the remission of your sins; 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
For to you is the promise, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call unto him,’’ Acts 2:38, 39. 
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Now that we have seen the part that water 
plays in the new birth, let us also consider for a 
moment the action of the Spirit in the birth, for 
we were to be born not only of the water, but 
also of the Spirit. The Spirit fathers us. We are 
begotten of God by the Holy Spirit, which, 
through the word of God, proves us sinners, in 
need of a Saviour, and leads us to believe, re- 
pent, confess and be baptized for the remission 
of our sins, and guides us on our upward way 
after we are born. ‘‘And he, when he is come, 
will convict the world in respect of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment. Howbeit when he, 
the Spirit of truth, is come, he shall guide you 
into all the truth,’’ John 16:8, 13. 

Thus by the steps just mentioned we become 
a Christian under the new covenant, and are 
started on the way that leads to the Father and 
life eternal, but if we are to reach the Father 
and the reward he has promised us, we must re- 
main in that way. ‘‘Yea, and for this very cause 
adding on your part all diligence, in your faith 
supply virtue; and in your virtue knowledge; and 
in your knowledge self-control; and in your self- 
control patience; and in your patience godliness; 
and in your godliness brotherly kindness; and in 
your brotherly kindness love. For if these things 
are yours and abound, they make you to be not 
idle nor unfruitful unto the knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. For he that lacketh these 
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things is blind, seeing only what is near, having 
forgotten the cleansing from his old sins. Where- 
fore, brethren, give the more diligence to make 
your calling and election sure; for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never stumble: for thus shall be 
richly supplied unto you the entrance into the 
eternal kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ,’’ 2 Pet. 1: 5-11. 

Adventists! Read that again! Note that Peter 
specifically promises full salvation without even 
mentioning Sabbath-keeping, and had it anywhere 
near the importance that Adventism attaches to 
it not only would have plainly said so, but would 
also, most certainly, have placed it at the head of 
the list. 

Another important thing to consider, before 
leaving this subject, is the name we wear under 
the new covenant. Isaiah says that when the 
gospel goes forth from Jerusalem, Israel shall be 
called by a new name which is to be given them 
by Jehovah. ‘‘For Zion’s sake will I not hold 
my peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I will not 
rest, until her righteousness go forth as bright- 
ness, and her salvation as a lamp that burneth. 
And the nations shall see thy righteousness, and 
all kings thy glory; and thou shalt be called by 
a new name, which the mouth of Jehovah shall 
name,’’ Isa, 62:1, 2. 

Amos tells of the time when God will build 
again the tabernacle of David, which had fallen, 
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and those in it are to be called by Jehovah’s 
name. -‘‘In that day will I raise up the taber- 
nacle of David that is fallen, and close up the 
breaches thereof; and I will raise up its ruins, 
and I will build it as in the days of old; that 
they may possess the remnant of Edom, and all 
the nations that are called by my name, saith 
Jehovah that doeth this,’’ Amos 9:11, 12. 

We learn in the Acts of the Apostles that the 
church of Christ is that tabernacle of David re- 
built, and that God is calling into it a people 
for His name. ‘‘And all the multitude kept 
silence; and they hearkened unto Barnabas and 
Paul rehearsing what signs and wonders God had 
wrought among the Gentiles through them. And 
after they had held their peace, James answered, 
saying, Brethren, hearken unto me: Symeon 
hath rehearsed how first God visited the Gentiles, 
to take out of them a people for his name. And 
to this agree the words of the prophets; as it is 
written, After these things I will return, And I 
will build again the tabernacle of David, which is 
fallen; And I will build again the ruins thereof, 
And I will set it up: That the residue of men 
may seek after the Lord, And all the Gentiles, 
upon whom my name is called, Saith the Lord, 
who maketh these things known from of old,”’ 
Acts 15:12-18. Have you ever heard of a God 
by the name of Seventh-day Advent? No, and 
neither have I. 
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Not only are the people of God to bear 
Jehovah’s name, but also that name is to be 
given them by Jehovah Himself, and not some 
man, or group of men sitting in council or con- 
vention. What, then, is that name? The answer 
is easy. The Jehovah of the Old Testament is 
the Christ of the New! That fact is readily 
verified by reading Isa. 41: 14-16; 47:4; 60:16; 
Hos. 13:4; John 1:1-14, and 1 Cor. 10:4; 
which I will not take the time and space to quote 
here. 

Christ tells us, in Matt. 28:18, that all author- 
ity in heaven and on earth has been given to 
Him. We learn in Eph. 1:21 that His name is 
above every name. In Phil. 2:9-11 we read: 
‘“‘Wherefore also God highly exalted him, and 
gave unto him the name which is above every 
name; that in the name of Jesus every knee should - 
bow, ... and that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father ;’’ while in Acts 4:12: ‘‘And in none other 
is there salvation: for neither is there any other 
name under heaven, that is given among men, 
wherein we must be saved.’’ Hence we find 
“that it came to pass, that . . . the disciples were 
called Christians first in Antioch,’? Acts 11: 26, 
and Paul gives us this command, ‘‘And whatso- 
ever ye do, in word or in deed, do all in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God the 
Father through him,’’ Col. 3:17, while Peter 
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says: ‘‘But if a man suffer as a Christian, 
let him not be ashamed; but let him glorify 
God in this name,’’ 1 Pet. 4:16. That is the 
only name that we have any right to wear as His 
followers, and no man has the privilege to stick 
any other name in ahead of it, or in place of it. 

Quite naturally, also, the church should bear 
His name and not some other, for He built it 
(Matt. 16:18), is the head of it, and gave Him- 
self up for it (Eph. 5:23, 25). Human names and 
divisions are carnal (1 Cor. 1:10-15; 3:1-7), and 
have no part in God’s plan of salvation, 
and may you and I, dear reader, henceforth, as 
followers of Christ, wear no other name but His, 
and may we, like Paul, be able to say at our 
journey’s end: ‘‘I have fought the good fight, I 
have finished the course, I have kept the faith: 
henceforth there is laid up for me the crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give to me at that day; and not to 
me only, but also to all them that have loved 
his appearing,’’ 2 Tim. 4:7, 8. 
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E have already seen that the Sabbath com- 

mandment is not binding on Christians, but 

it seems that a book on this subject would be in- 

complete without a chapter devoted especially to 
the study of the Sabbath day. 

To start with, I will show the claims advanced 
by Adventists by giving a few quotations from 
their various books. Mrs. White, in her book, 
‘“‘The Great Controversy,’’ page 453, edition copy- 
righted 1911, says: ‘‘Hallowed by the Creator’s 
rest and blessing, the Sabbath was kept by Adam 
in his innocence in holy Eden; by Adam, fallen, 
yet repentant, when he was driven from his 
happy estate. It was kept by all the patriarchs, 
from Abel to righteous Noah, to Abraham, to 
Jacob;’’ and on page 52 she gives us this informa- 
tion, ‘‘In the first centuries the true Sabbath 
had been kept by all Christians,’’ speaking, of 
course, of the first centuries A. D. 

On page 9 of their Bible students’ pamphlet, 
“The Lord’s Day, the Test of the Ages,’’ we 
read: ‘‘At the close of creation week, our Lord 
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instituted the Sabbath;’’ and on page 12: ‘‘And 
this was not for one man or for one nation of 
mankind; it was for all men. It was given to 
Adam, the father of all the race.’’ 

In their Bible Students Library booklet No. 29, 
‘“‘The Christian Sabbath,’’ occur these words on 
page 4: ‘‘The making of the Sabbath was the 
crowning act of the work of copartnership crea- 
tion. In the beginning, God placed time in a 
cycle, dividing it into seven equal day periods. 
These were definite periods of time, as each fol- 
lowed the other, and were determined by ‘morn- 
ing and evening.’ They were also twenty-four- 
hour periods, as are our days.’’ 

Now, let us examine carefully the account 
given in Gen. 2:1-3 of the end of creation: ‘‘And 
the heavens and the earth were finished, and all 
the host of them. And on the seventh day God 
finished his work which he had made; and he 
rested on the seventh day from all his work 
which he had made. And God blessed the 
seventh day, and hallowed it; because that in 
it he rested from all his work which God had 
created and made.’’ 

The reader will note that it does not says, ‘‘ And 
God kept the Sabbath, and commanded man to do 
likewise.’’ There is nothing said about the Sab- 
bath here, nor is there one positive statement in 
all the Bible to the effect that Adam and the 
patriarchs were ever commanded to keep the 
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Sabbath, or did keep it, and any person or ‘‘ism 
that asserts that they were commanded to, or 
did, is basing such assertions, not on facts, but 
fanaticism. The word ‘‘Sabbath’’ does not 
mean ‘‘seventh,’’ it means ‘‘rest,’’ and the first 
instance to be found in the Bible of a command 
to observe the seventh day of the week as a Sab- 
bath or rest-day is in the sixteenth chapter of 
Exodus, where, at the close of the Patriarchal 
dispensation, God is leading the Israelites to 
Sinai to give them the law. Men may argue that 
Adam and the patriarchs kept the Sabbath but 
this is as far as they get. 

When the term ‘‘seventh day’’ is used in the 
description of the close of creation, to what does 
it refer: the seventh day of the week? No: The 
seventh day of creation. The subject here is not 
the week, but creation, of which the week is a 
type. It is highly improbable that the six days 
of creation were six literal twenty-four-hour days, 
but rather six periods of time, the length of 
which we do not know; which is no reflection at 
all on the account as given in Genesis. The word 
“‘day’’ refers to a period of time, but not neces- 
sarily a twenty-four-hour period. Among the 
definitions of ‘‘day’’ found in Webster’s New 
International Dictionary are: ‘‘A specified time 
or period; age; time; a space of time.’? We 
find in Gen. 2:17 where God said to Adam: ‘‘But 
of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, 
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thou shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die.’’ But we 
know that Adam lived for hundreds of years after 
the fall. 

Geology divides the creation of the earth into 
its present form, and the appearing of plant and 
animal life into six periods or ages, with man 
appearing in the latter part of the sixth age, 
which corresponds closely to Moses’ record in 
Genesis. Personally, I do not doubt God’s power 
to have done all this in six twenty-four-hour days 
or less; He could grow a giant oak from an acorn, 
from sun to sun, but He doesn’t. God was about 
four thousand years, according to our best chro- 
nology, giving the world His plan of salvation after 
the fall. Peter says, 2 Pet. 3:8: ‘‘But forget not 
this one thing, beloved, that one day is with the 
Lord as a thousand years, and a thousand years 
as one day.’’ So it seems much more reasonable, 
in the case of creation, to think that the all-wise 
Creator followed a calm and natural course, as 
we see Him doing in everything else, rather than 
rushing the. thing through in the six working- 
days of a week as we have to-day. 

Now, the point is this: If the six days of crea- 
tion were six periods of probably thousands of 
years in length, how long is the seventh day of 
creation? Did God rest on the seventh day be- 
cause He was tired? No, for Isaiah says, Isa. 40: 
28: ‘‘The everlasting God, Jehovah, the Creator 
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of the ends of the earth, fainteth not, neither is 
weary.’’ This the Adventists themselves admit 
and well express in their book, ‘‘Seriptural Evi- 
dences,’’ second edition, revised, page 69, Ex. 31: 
17: ‘‘The Lord ‘rested’ on the seventh day and 
was ‘refreshed’; 7. e., He ceased from his labors, 
and found joy, pleasure and delight in surveying 
the work of his hands, and contemplating his 
purposes concerning the future of the things he 
had made. It could not have been physical rest; 
for ‘he fainteth not neither is weary,’ Isa. 40: 
28.”’ 

The account in Genesis tells us that the 
‘“‘heavens and the earth were finished, and all 
the host of them,’’ and that God ‘‘rested on the 
seventh day from all his work which he had 
made.’’ Hence God rested, or ceased from, the 
work he had done because it was finished. When 
a carpenter building a house finishes it, he quits 
because there is nothing more to do, so God 
ceased from His work of creation because He had 
finished that work. Therefore, are we not to-day 
in the seventh day or period of creation, and is 
not this seventh day or age to be from the time 
God finished His original work of creation till 
‘‘the day of the Lord [which] will come as a 
thief; in the which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements shall be dis- 
solved with fervent heat, and the earth and the 
works that are therein shall be burned up,’’ and 
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“according to his promise, we look for new 
heavens and a new earth wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness’’ (2 Pet. 3:10, 18); creation to re- 
creation? 

Now, the Adventists are not wrong in every- 
thing, and I am going to quote here from their 
literature, which, if they themselves would only 
remember and be guided by, would save them 
much confusion. In the introduction to their 
Bible students’ pamphlet, ‘‘The Lord’s Day, the 
Test of the Ages,’’ we find these words: ‘‘The 
time of man’s history upon this earth is natural- 
ly divided into three great periods, ages or dis- 
pensations, marked off by the different priest- 
hoods and various forms of worship belonging to 
each priesthood. These periods are as follows: 

‘1. The Patriarchal dispensation, during which 
the father, or patriarch, of a family or tribe was 
the priest of that family or tribe. This period 
began at Eden and ended with the giving of the 
law and the choosing of the tribe of Levi for the 
priesthood. 

‘‘2. The second period began at the time the 
Patriarchal dispensation ended (about 1491 B. C., 
Usher’s Chronology), and ended at the crucifix- 
ion. The priests were chosen from the tribe of 
Levi, during this period, and hence it is known 
as the Levitical dispensation. 

*¢3. The Christian dispensation began at the cru- 
cifixion and closes with man’s probation, the 
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second coming of Christ, and the setting up of 
the everlasting kingdom of our Redeemer in 
the capital, of which the saints will begin their 
eternal reign with Christ. During this period, 
our Lord Jesus Christ acts as priest in the sanc- 
tuary above, which the Lord pitched, and not man 
(Heb.-8: 1, 2). 

‘‘Upon this division into dispensations all Bible 
students will agree. In fact, there is no room for 
controversy; the periods are too plainly marked. 
It will be further agreed, that whatever forms 
of worship were instituted of God, whatever ordi- 
nances were binding, whatever general laws were 
in force in the beginning of each dispensation, 
continued throughout that dispensation. For in- 
stance: It was the law in the beginning of the 
Levitical dispensation that the priesthood should 
be vested in the tribe of Levi; that is, none but 
those of that tribe could serve as priests, and 
eare for the sacred vessels of the Lord. See 
Numbers 8. King Uzziah found to his sorrow how 
sacred was that law more than 650 years after it 
was promulgated. (2 Chron. 26: 16-20.) He was 
of the tribe of Judah; and when he attempted 
to burn incense as priest, he was stricken with 
leprosy. But when that dispensation ended, 
our Lord, who, according to the flesh, was of the 
same tribe as Uzziah, entered upon His priesthood 
lawfully. The law was binding throughout the 
Levitical dispensation only. ‘For the priesthood 
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being changed, there is made of necessity a 
change also of the law’ (Heb. 7:11-16). Many 
similar examples might be given.’’ 

That’s fine! As Paul said to the Galatians: 
“‘Ye were running well; who hindered you?’® 
Gal. 5:7. If the Adventists would just apply 
their own words that I have quoted here to the 
Sabbath question, they would be out of the mud- 
dle they are in in no time. Just because a certain 
thing is binding in one dispensation is no proof 
whatever that it is to be binding in another. In 
the Christian dispensation, if we want to know 
whether the Sabbath has been done away with 
or not, we do not need to have positive state- 
ments that it has been done away, because we 
know the dispensation in which it was binding 
has passed away; what we do need to look for is 
positive statements that it has been retained, 
which we do not find. 

Paul says, ‘‘I shrank not from declaring unto 
you anything that was profitable, and teaching 
you publicly, and from house to house,’’ and, 
**For I shrank not from declaring unto you the 
whole counsel of God,’’ Acts 20:20, 27. Yet, 
nowhere do we find him giving any instructions 
regarding the Sabbath, but to condemn it. In 
Col. 2:16, 17, he says: ‘‘Let no man therefore 
judge you in meat, or in drink, or in respect of 
a feast-day, or a new moon, or a sabbath day: 
which are a shadow of the things to come; but 
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the body is Christ’s.’’ Plain enough to every- 
body but Adventists. They can not let a little 
thing like that interfere with their theory, so in 
their Bible students’ pamphlet, ‘‘The Lord’s Day, 
the Test of the Ages,’’ pages 61 and 62, they ex- 
plain it away in this manner: ‘‘The only place 
where the term ‘Sabbath’ is used after this is 
in Col. 2:16, but it does not here refer to the 
weekly Sabbath of the Lord. It refers to the 
yearly sabbaths of the Jews, which terminated at 
the cross, which were ‘a shadow of things to 
come; but the body is of Christ.’ It refers in no 
respect to the Sabbath of the Lord our God. 
But this we have before considered. Sixty times 
the term ‘Sabbath’ is used in the New Testament, 
and in every case but the last noticed, it refers 
to one and the same day—the seventh day of the 
week, the Sabbath of the Lord our God. The 
context of the sixtieth time shows conclusively 
that it refers to yearly Sabbaths and not to a 
weekly Sabbath.’’ 

Can you beat it? The term ‘‘Sabbath’’ is used 
sixty times in the New Testament and fifty-nine 
times it means what it says, but the sixtieth time 
it means something else, according to their theory, 
but a careful study of the Bible will show that it 
means what it says in the sixtieth time also. 
God does not call those yearly set feast-days, 
which the Adventists call the ‘‘yearly Sabbaths of 
the Jews,’’ Sabbaths; He calls them ‘‘feast’’ days, 
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and I would rather take His word for it than 
any one else’s. We find them in the twenty- 
third chapter of Leviticus. God _ specifically 
states in the fourth verse, just before He gives 
them to Moses, ‘‘These are the set feasts of 
Jehovah, even holy convocations, which ye shall 
proclaim in their appointed seasons,’’ and he 
concludes the giving of them with these words in 
the thirty-seventh and thirty-eighth verses: ‘‘ These 
are the set feasts of Jehovah, which ye shall 
proclaim to be holy convocations, to offer an 
offering made by fire unto Jehovah, a burnt-offer- 
ing, and a meal-offering, a sacrifice, and drink- 
offerings, each on its own day; besides the Sab- 
baths of Jehovah, and besides your gifts, and 
besides all your vows, and besides all your free- 
will-offerings, which ye give unto Jehovah.’’ 
Those yearly set feast-days were not Sabbaths, 
they were ‘‘besides the Sabbaths’’; God _ here, 
giving them a yearly round of worship, speaks of 
the weekly Sabbath in the plural, there being 
fifty-two of them in a year. The reader will 
find detailed instruction regarding the offerings 
for the set feasts, the new moons, and the Sab- 
baths in Numbers 28 and 29. So when Paul says 
‘“sabbath day’’ in Col. 2:16, he can mean none 
other than the weekly Sabbath, for he had already 
mentioned the ‘‘feast-day’’ and ‘‘new moon.”’ 
Hosea prophesied of the abolition of the Sab- 
bath, Hos. 2:11: ‘‘I will also cause all her 
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mirth to cease, her feasts, her new moons, and 
her sabbaths, and all her solemn assemblies.”’ 
Just the same order as Paul gives: ‘‘feast, new 
moon, sabbath.’’ In Ezek. 45:17, we find the 
same order again; also in 1 Chron. 23:31; 2 
Chron. 31:3, and Neh. 10:33, only reversed. 
‘‘But,’? some may say, ‘‘Paul kept the Sab- 
pbath.”’ ds Did he? Suppose, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that he did; he also circumcised Timothy 
(Acts 16: 1-3), and he was in the temple at Jerusa- 
lem purifying himself according to the Mosaic 
law when he was attacked by the mob and 
thrown into prison, to remain a prisoner to his 
death. See Acts 21:17-33. How about that? 
It seems not improbable that he also at times 
kept the Sabbath, after becoming a Christian, 
but he tells the reason for all these things in 1 
Cor. 9: 19-23. He ‘‘became all things to all men, 
that he might by all means save some.’’ We do 
know that Paul often went into the Jewish syna- 
gogues on the Sabbath to preach the gospel, but 
he preached ‘‘Christ and him erucified’’ when- 
ever the opportunity presented itself, and in the 
synagogue on the Sabbath was his best oppor- 
tunity of bearing the message to his own people. 
One of the favorite texts of Adventists, that 
they use in their attempt to prove the perpetuity 
of the Sabbath, is Matt. 24:20, where Christ, in 
speaking of the destruction of Jerusalem, which 
occurred forty years later, utters these words: 
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““Then let them that are in Judea flee unto the 
mountains: let him that is on the housetop not 
go down to take out the things that are in his 
house: and let him that is in the field not return 
back to take his cloak. But woe unto them that 
are with child and to them that give suck in 
those days! And pray ye that your flight be not 
in the winter, neither on a sabbath’’ (Matt. 24: 
16-20). The Adventist interpretation of verse 20 
is well set forth in their Bible students’ pamphlet, 
‘““The Lord’s Day, the Test of the Ages,’’ page 
60: ‘‘In Matt. 24:20, we have another instance 
of the use of the word by our Lord. True, it was 
uttered before His crucifixion, but it was near the 
close of His earthly life. It refers, however, to 
the Sabbath at the time of the destruction of 
Jerusalem, A. D. 70, and shows that our Lord 
recognized the Sabbath so late as that by its 
sacred name. So solicitous was He, also, of its 
sacred character that He told His disciples to pray 
that their flight should not be on that day. It 
was a sacred day then; it is just as sacred now.’’ 

Now. a eareful study of Christ’s words here 
will show the absurdity of such an interpretation. 
In the first place, Christ says nothing about the 
desecrating of the Sabbath. The predominating 
thought here is danger, and, the necessity of im- 
mediate flight when the danger appears. The 
reader can readily understand how difficult it 
would be for a mother heavy with child, or with 
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a baby in her arms, to flee. Also the exposure 
and suffering that. would ensue if forced to flee in 
the winter-time without being able to take with 
them adequate clothing. So with the Sabbath: 
the non-Christian Jews would still be observing the 
day, hence the gates of the city would be closed 
on that day, as would also those of smaller cities 
they would have to pass through, so that it would 
be practically impossible for them to flee on the 
Sabbath, and, even if they were able to, they 
would be liable to arrest and detention by the Jews. 
In the second place, Christ had taught by precept 
and example that ‘‘the sabbath was made for 
man, and not man for the sabbath,’’ Mark 2: 27. 
He went about healing and doing good on the 
Sabbath, and taught that it was perfectly proper 
to work on the Sabbath to save life, even animal 
life, as we note in Matt. 12:11, 12: ‘‘And he said 
unto them, What man shall there be of you, that 
shall have one sheep, and if this fall into a pit 
on the sabbath day, will he not lay hold on it, and 
lift it out? How much then is a man of more 
value than a sheep! Wherefore it is lawful to do 
good on the sabbath day.’’ So Christ is not con- 
cerned here about the sacredness of the Sabbath 
forty years later, but the dangers that his follow- 
ers would be in at that time. 

Another passage that it would probably be 
well to consider before leaving this subject is 
Ex. 31:16, 17: ‘‘Wherefore the children of Israel 
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shall keep the sabbath, to observe the sabbath 
throughout their generations, for a perpetual 
covenant. It is a sign between me and the chil- 
dren of Israel for ever.’? To those who think 
they find in the above words proof of the perpetu- 
ity of the Sabbath, I would eall attention to 
similar expressions regarding circumcision, Gen. 
17: 9-14; the passover, Ex. 12:14, 17; burnt-offer- 
ings, Ex. 29:42; incense, Ex. 30:8; washings of 
hands and feet, Ex. 30:21; meat-offerings, Lev. 6: 
18; firstfruits, Lev. 23:14; Pentecost, Lev. 28: 
21; day of atonement, Lev. 23:31; feast of taber- 
nacles, Lev. 23:41, ete. The Sabbath was perpet- 
ual throughout their generations just like the 
other ordinances just mentioned, and_ those 
generations ended with Christ. See Matt. 1: 
1-18. Those who attempt to keep the Sabbath 
should keep all those other ceremonies as well. 
They all go together. 

What is the seal of God as mentioned in 
Rev. 7:1-4? Adventists, of course, say it is the 
Sabbath or the keeping of the fourth command- 
ment of the decalogue. Uriah Smith, in his book, 
‘Daniel and the Revelation,’’ edition copyrighted 
1912, page 465, says: ‘‘Having now ascertained 
that the seal of God is His holy Sabbath, having 
His name, we are prepared to proceed with the 
application.’’ Page 630, he says: ‘‘And whoever 
keeps this commandment [the fourth, of course] 
has, consequently, the seal of the living God.’’

Then, according to the Advent theory, in order to 
be counted among the servants of God and re- 
ceive eternal life, it is absolutely necessary to 
keep the Sabbath. <A salvation of works, then; 
but Paul in Rom. 3:20 says that “‘by the 
works of the law shall no flesh be justified.’’ 
Continuing, he says in the twenty-first to thirtieth 
verses: ‘‘But now apart from the law a righteous- 
ness of God hath been manifested, being wit- 
nessed by the law and the prophets; even the 
righteousness of God through faith in Jesus 
Christ unto all them that believe; for there is no 
distinction; for all have sinned, and fall short 
of the glory of God; being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus: whom God sent forth to be a propitiation, 
through faith, in his blood, to show his righteous- 
ness because of the passing over of the sins done 
aforetime, in the forbearance of God; for the 
showing, I say, of his righteousness at this present 
season: that he might himself be just, and the 
justifier of him that hath faith in Jesus.’’ Yes, 
the justifier of him that has faith in Jesus, not 
him who keeps the Sabbath. ‘‘Where then is the 
glorying? It is excluded. By what manner of 
law? Of works? Nay: but by a law of faith. 
We reckon therefore that a man is justified by 
faith apart from the works of the law. Or is 
God the God of Jews only? is he not the God of 
Gentiles also? Yea, of Gentiles also; if so be 
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that God is one, and he shall justify the circum- 
cision by faith, and the uncircumcision through 
faith,’’ not through Sabbath-keeping. 

That the Sabbath can not be the seal of God 
is very evident, because, in the first place, it is 
not binding at all in the Christian dispensation. 
Then, too, it is diametrically opposed to the spirit 
of the new covenant; it would point a man to his 
own works for salvation rather than to the aton- 
ing sacrifice on Calvary. Why, if keeping the 
Sabbath seals one for eternity, then faith in 
Christ is unnecessary, and ‘‘if righteousness is 
through the law, then Christ died for nought,’’ 
Gal. 2:21. Look at the millions of Jews 
throughout the world who keep the Sabbath and 
deny that Jesus was the Christ, yet if Sabbath- 
keeping is the seal of God they have it, but Paul 
says: ‘‘Ye are all sons of God, through faith, in 
Christ Jesus,’’ Gal. 3: 26. 

Now that we have seen what the seal of God 
is not, let us next see what it is, which is a simple 
matter. There is no need of any long-drawn-out 
theories or far-fetched conclusions about it, as 
Paul tells us plainly what it is. In 2 Cor. 1:21, 
22, he says: ‘‘Now he that establisheth us with 
you in Christ, and anointed us, is God; who also 
sealed us, and gave us the earnest of the Spirit 
in our hearts.’?’ We read further in Eph. 1: 
12, 18: ‘‘To the end that we should be unto the 
praise of his glory, we who had before hoped in

Christ; in whom ye also, having heard the word 
of the truth, the gospel of your salvation, in 
whom, having also believed, ye were sealed with 
the Holy Spirit of promise. And in Eph. 4:30, he 
says: ‘‘And grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, in 
whom ye were sealed unto the day of redemption.’’ 

There you have it; the seal of God is the Holy 
Spirit. 

In closing this chapter, I know of no more 
appropriate words than those of Paul in Gal. 5: 
1-6: ‘‘For freedom did Christ set us free: stand 
fast therefore, and be not entangled again in a 
yoke of bondage. Behold, I Paul say unto you, 
that, if ye receive circumcision, Christ will profit 
you nothing. Yea, I testify again to every man 
that receiveth circumcision, that he is a debtor 
to do the whole law. Ye are severed from Christ, 
ye who would be justified by the law: ye are 
fallen away from grace. For we through the 
Spirit by faith wait for the hope of righteous- 
ness. For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision 
availeth anything, nor uncircumcision; but faith 
working through love.’’ What he says here con- 
cerning circumcision applies equally well to the 
Sabbath, as each was a part of the old law, and 
when a person observes either as a religious ordi- 
nance he is under obligation to keep the whole 
Mosaic law, and Christ profits him nothing. He 
entangles himself in a yoke of bondage which is 
of no benefit to him either here or hereafter. 
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‘Fear ye not; for I know that ye seek Jesus, who hath 
been crucified. He is not here; for he is risen, even as he 
said. Come, see the place where the Lord lay. And go 
quickly, and tell his disciples, He is risen from the dead; 
and lo, he goeth before you into Galilee; there shall ye see 
him: lo, I have told you.’’—Matt. 28: 5-7. 


HUS did the angel, sitting at the tomb of a 

risen Lord on that first Lord’s Day morning 
nearly two thousand years ago, announce the joy- 
ful news of the dawning of a new day, the new 
dispensation. Oh, the joy that was in the hearts 
of those women as they ran to tell the glad 
tidings! Oh, the joy that should be in our hearts 
as we gather around the table of the Lord, each 
Lord’s Day morning, and our thoughts turn back 
to that glorious resurrection morning, a proof 
that we, too, who are in Him shall be raised 
some day from the grave, to meet in the heavens 
that risen Lord, who died for us on Calvary that 
we might live with Him in glory! 

Paul so beautifully describes the significance 
of the resurrection in 1 Cor. 15: 1-4, 12-23: ‘‘Now 
I make known unto you, brethren, the gospel 
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which I preached unto you, which also ye re- 
ceived, wherein also ye stand, by which also ye 
are saved, if ye hold fast the word which I 
preached unto you, except ye believe in vain. 
For I delivered unto you first of all that which 
also I received: that Christ died for our sins ac- 
cording to the scriptures; and that he was buried; 
and that he hath been raised on the third day 
according to the scriptures. 

‘““Now if Christ is preached that he hath been 
raised from the dead, how say some among you 
that there is no resurrection of the dead? But if 
there is no resurrection of the dead, neither hath 
Christ been raised: and if Christ hath not been 
raised, then is our preaching vain, your faith also 
is vain. Yea, and we are found false witnesses 
of God; because we witnessed of God that he 
raised up Christ: whom he raised not up, if so be 
that the dead are not raised. For if the dead 
are not raised, neither hath Christ been raised: 
and if Christ hath not been raised, your faith is 
vain; ye are yet in your sins. Then they also 
that are fallen asleep in Christ have perished. If 
we have only hope in Christ in this life, we are 
of all men most pitiable. 

‘But now hath Christ been raised from the 
dead, the firstfruits of them that are asleep. 
For since by man came death, by man came 
also the resurrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, so also in Christ shall all be made 
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alive. But each in his own order: Christ the 
firstfruits; then they that are Christ’s, at his 
coming.’’ 

Oh, glorious proof of a wondrous life that is 
to come! Shall we be Adventists and still look 
back to the creation, utterly ignoring the resurrec- 
tion, or shall we, as Christians should, devote 
the first day of the weekly cycle to the worship 
of Him who is the firstfruits of that new life, 
‘‘the firstborn from the dead,’’ Col. 1:18? The 
creation may and does point to the true God, 
but does the resurrection any less so? Did Con- 
fucius, Mohammed or Buddha die and rise again? 
Many men have come claiming to be the Christ, 
the Messiah, but only Jesus from Nazareth of 
Galilee has met the test, by rising again the 
third day. His resurrection is proof of His 
divinity, and proof that we, too, shall some day 
live again. What is the creation without the~ 
resurrection? Shall we say that that day which 
has been hallowed by our Saviour’s victory over 
death and the grave, the Lord’s Day, is an abomi- 
nation to God, the keeping of which gives us 
the ‘‘mark of the beast’’ and dooms us to damna- 
tion? Must we ignore the day and the event 
that means more to Christians than anything 
else? God forbid. 

Coming on forty-nine days from the resurrec- 
tion, to the day of Pentecost, we find the church 
established, the way of salvation revealed, and

the first converts made, on the first day of the 
week. Did not the Lord designate, in no unmis- 
takable manner, the day he desired His disciples 
should gather together in worship? The divine 
record tells us that the disciples did worship 
on that day. In Acts 20:7, we read: ‘‘And 
upon the first day of the week, when we were 
gathered together to break bread, Paul discoursed 
with them, intending to depart on the morrow; 
and prolonged his speech until midnight.’’ 

The reader will kindly note that the purpose 
of the disciples in gathering together was not to 
hear Paul, but to break bread, and, while gathered 
together for that purpose, Paul preached to 
them. 

Adventists claim this was a Saturday night 
meeting, the day being reckoned from sunset to 
sunset according to the old Jewish method. In 
their Bible students’ pamphlet, ‘‘The Lord’s Day, 
the Test of the Ages,’’ we read on page 74: ‘‘If 
the context is examined, it will be found that this 
meeting occurred, according to the Bible mode 
of reckoning time, on what would be ealled by 
us Saturday night. ... This meeting was a fare- 
well meeting at the close of the Sabbath, lasting 
all night till Sunday morning. The rest of the 
day was spent by Paul’s companions in taking the 
boat around the promontory from Troas to Assos, 
about fifty miles, and by Paul walking overland, 


meeting them at the latter place. Thus, in hard 
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labor Paul and his companions observed that 
Sunday.’’ Here, as is so often the case with 
them, in attempting to fit the Bible to their 
theory, the conclusions they arrive at are entire- 
ly at variance with the facts. This was a Sunday 
evening meeting, the day being reckoned accord- 
ing to the then universally accepted Roman 
method of from midnight to midnight, the writer 
making use of the term ‘‘midnight’’ right in the 
text. These people were Christians, and were not 
under the Mosaic law, but, in civil affairs, under 
Roman law, and Roman time was in universal 
use throughout the civilized world at that time, 
wherever the authority of Rome held sway. Not 
only that, but the book of the ‘‘Acts’’ was ad- 
dressed to Theophilus, a Gentile living in Rome, 
and, of course, written in terms that he, a Roman, 
would understand. This same method of reckon- 
ing time was used in describing the first meeting 
after the resurrection: John 20:19, ‘‘When there- 
fore it was evening, on that day, the first day of 
the week, and when the doors were shut where 
the disciples were, for fear of the Jews, Jesus 
came and stood in the midst, and saith unto them, 
Peace be unto you.’’ This is the resurrection 
day, and that evening was still the first day of 
the week to the disciples; the Mosaic law had 
already been annulled. 

A final and indisputable proof of the meet- 
ing at Troas being on Sunday evening is found in 
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the fact that Paul departed ‘‘on the morrow,”’ 
and the morrow in this case was the next morn- 
ing. Now, the word ‘‘morrow,’’ as used in mod- 
ern English, always means ‘‘the next day,’’ but 
as Adventists themselves admit, had they been 
reckoning the time here from sunset to sunset, 
Paul would have departed the same day that 
this evening gathering began on instead of the 
next day, hence one day had ended and another 
begun between the time of the disciples gathering 
together to break bread and the time of Paul’s 
departure, so that he departed on Monday morn- 
ing, not Sunday morning. 

Another proof of first-day meetings is found 
in 1 Cor. 16:2, where Paul says: ‘‘Upon the first 
day of the week let each of you lay by him in 
store, as he may prosper.’’ Adventists claim that 
he meant that they were to lay by their offerings 
at home. In their Bible students’ pamphlet, ‘‘The 
Lord’s Day, the Test of the Ages,’’ we read on 
page 74: ‘‘It is simply a charge from the apostle 
to the churches in Corinth and Galatia, that 
each member of them should ‘lay by him in 
store’; that is, ‘by himself,’ ‘in his own house,’ 
as God had prospered him the previous week, that 
when Paul came the offering might be ready.’’ 
But Paul refutes that idea by adding, ‘‘that no 
collections be made when I come,’’ for, had each 
member laid up his offering at home, it would 
have been necessary to have gone around and col- 
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lected these offerings after Paul came, which was 
contrary to Paul’s instructions. 

The expression, ‘‘to lay by him in store,’’ used 
here does not mean to lay away at home, but, as 
Paul so nicely expresses it in 1 Tim. 6:19, ‘‘lay- 
ing up in store for themselves a good foundation 
against the time to come, that they may lay hold 
on the life which is life indeed;’’ and we are all 
familiar with Christ’s words in Matt. 6:19-21: 
‘“‘Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon the 
earth, ... but lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven, .. . for where thy treasure is, there will 
thy heart be also.’’ 

Another point here, too: if the reader will turn 
to the introduction of 1 Corinthians, he will find 
that it is addressed not only to the church at 
Corinth, but also to ‘‘all that call upon the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ in every place.”’ 

In addition to the above commandment con- 
cerning the first day, we find this one in Heb. 
10: 23-25: ‘‘Let us hold fast the confession of our 
hope that it waver not; for he is faithful that 
promised: and let us consider one another to pro- 
voke unto love and good works; and not for- 
saking our own assembling together, as the cus- 
tom of some is, but exhorting one another.’’ We 
are commanded to not forsake our assembling 
together, and we have already seen that was 
on the first day of the week; also, as I have 
previously called to the reader’s attention, Paul 
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states in 1 Cor. 14:37 that the things he writes 
are the commandment of the Lord. 

Now, there is no commandment in the New 
Testament to observe Sunday as a day of rest. 
The Lord’s Day is not the Sabbath changed from 
one day to another, but a new institution, typical 
of a new dispensation. Instead of being primarily 
a day of rest, it is a day of worship and Christian 
activity. Large numbers of the early Christians 
were slaves, slavery being very common through- 
out the Roman Empire in the early centuries of 
the Christian church, and had it been necessary 
to keep that old Jewish Sabbath, the reader can 
readily see how slowly and under what great 
handicap Christianity would have spread, if at 
all. Where a whole nation kept the Sabbath, 
both master and servant, as in the ease of the 
Jewish nation, it was not so hard to do, but where 
the attempt has been made to keep it under other 
conditions, it has always been a great burden, a 
yoke of bondage. In the colder regions, converts 
to Christianity would have been under a double 
handicap, had it been necessary to keep the Sab- 
bath, for, in the observance of the Sabbath, not 
only were all forms of labor prohibited, but also 
it was positively forbidden to have a fire in the 
house on that day. See Ex. 35:3. Even the Ad- 
ventists do not truly observe the Sabbath to-day. 
Their pretended observance of it is a farce. Go 
into an Adventist’s home on some cold Sabbath 
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day and see if he does not have a comfortable 
fire there just the same as those who do not pre- 
tend to observe the day. 

A careful study of history will show that the 
early Christians did not observe Sunday as a day 
of rest, merely a day of worship, and the first 
laws making Sunday a rest-day were by Constan- 
tine in the fourth century A. D. This made it 
much easier for slaves and all classes of em- 
ployees to meet together each Lord’s Day for 
worship, for then they had the whole day off. 
Undoubtedly, before the passing of such a law, 
many slaves found it next to impossible to get a 
little time off for worship on the Lord’s Day, 
especially where the master was not a Christian. 
Man needs one day off in seven to rest and wor- 
ship God, and the idea of Sunday laws has been 
to provide man with the opportunity to look after 
the needs of both the outward and inward man. 

History tells us that many of the Jewish con- 
verts to Christianity continued to observe the 
Sabbath after their conversion, as well as meeting 
for the breaking of bread and prayer on Sunday. 
They also tried to get the Gentile converts to be 
circumcised and keep all the Mosaic law. See 
Acts 16:1-35. Paul severely upbraided them for 
this in some of his epistles, as, for instance, his 
letter to the Galatians, and apparently this Juda- 
izing kept up long after Paul’s time, for as late 
as the Council of Laodicea, around 366 A. D., we 
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find mention made of this attempt to make Chris- 
tians keep the Sabbath, they being admonished 
not to Judaize, but to work on Saturday. 

A significant fact in connection with that 
Council of Laodicea is that it was held in the 
East, by the Eastern Church, without the consent 
of the Bishop of Rome, who did not have a single 
representative there, and when an Adventist 
tries to tell you that the Pope changed the Sab- 
bath from Saturday to Sunday at the Council of 
Laodicea, you can tell him he does not know 
what he is talking about, for, in the first place, 
the Pope had nothing to do with that council, 
and, in the second place, there was no change 
made. The Sabbath, as an institution, ceased 
with the Mosaic law at the cross, and that old 
canard that the ‘‘Pope changed the Sabbath”’ 
is absolutely untrue. Adventists delight in quot- 
ing from Roman Catholic works in an attempt 
to prove that he did. For instance, Elder Uriah 
Smith, in his book, ‘‘Daniel and the Revelation,’’ 
on page 603 of the edition copyrighted 1912, says: 
**In ‘The Abridgment of Christian Doctrine’ (Ken- 
edy, New York), page 58, we find this testimony: 

‘**Question—How prove you that the church 
hath power to command feasts and holy days? 

““*Answer—By the very act of changing the 
Sabbath into Sunday, which the Protestants 
allow of, and therefore they fondly contradict 
themselves by keeping Sunday strictly, and break- 
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ing most other feasts commanded by the same 
church.’ ”’ 

Now, why does not Bro. Uriah go ahead and 
prove by the same alleged authority just when the 
dastardly deed was committed? The answer is easy, 
for to tell the whole truth would immediately re- 
veal the falsity of the Adventist claims, therefore 
he is wise and quits while the quitting is good. 
So let me take up the pen where he lays it down 
and finish his uncompleted task. I will quote 
from ‘‘The Most Reverend Doctor James Butler’s 
Catechism, Revised, Enlarged, Improved and 
Recommended by the Four R. C. Archbishops of 
Ireland,’’ also by Kenedy of New York, page 58: 

““Question—What traditions of the Christian 
religion existed before the several books of the 
New Testament were promulgated or written? 

**Answer—The substitution of the Sunday, 
as a holy day, for the Sabbath, or Saturday; the 
abrogation of the necessity of circumcision, and, 
generally, the whole system of the Christian re- 
ligion.”’ 

Thus we see that the Church of Rome 
places that change, not at the Council of Laodicea, 
but right at the establishment of the church of 
Christ before any of the New Testament books 
were written. Thus, also, we see that the claim 
made by the Church of Rome, that she changed 
the day, is by her own admission absolutely false, 
for this claim must rest on her blasphemous claim 
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that she is the church of Christ, that she has been 
in existence since the day of Pentecost, and that 
Peter was the first pope, which claim not even the 
Adventists allow of. 

That the church of Christ and the Church of 
Rome are, and always have been, two separate 
and distinct bodies, is readily seen by a study of 
the two women, symbols of the two churches, in 
Revelation 12 and 17. In Revelation 12, we see a 
pure woman, having at her head twelve stars, the 
twelve apostles; clothed with the sun, the gospel 
of the new covenant; under her feet, or support- 
ing her, the old covenant, the law and the proph- 
ets, that dispensation of reflected glory that was 
made glorious by reason of the glory that sur- 
passeth (2 Cor. 3:9-11); and giving to the 
world the Saviour. This we quickly recognize as 
the true church, the church of Christ. We see 
her for 1,260 years occupying an inconspicuous 
place in the world, her followers worshiping 
wherever they could because of persecution, and 
history tells us that no less than fifty million of 
her followers laid down their lives as martyrs 
to Rome. During this period of persecution the 
Church of Rome was not in an inconspicuous 
place, but dominated the world, and, instead of 
being persecuted, was herself a persecutor; so, 
when we come to her symbol in Revelation 17, we 
find her represented as a lewd woman, having at 
her head, not the twelve apostles, but upon her 
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forehead a name of shame; clothed not in the gos- 
pel of our Lord Jesus Christ, but merely with pur- 
ple and fine linen; supported not by the law and 
the prophets, but by the civil power of the Papacy; 
and instead of giving to the world salvation, she 
has in her hand a golden cup, representative of 
her outward splendor, but within. abominations 
and filthiness. Does any one doubt that this 
woman represents Rome? [If so, let him listen to 
what was told John concerning her. In the 
ninth verse of the chapter we read: ‘‘Here is the 
mind that hath wisdom. The seven heads are 
seven mountains, on which the woman sitteth.’’ 
What city is known to all students of ancient his- 
tory as being founded on seven hills? There is 
but one answer: Rome. But again we read in the 
eighteenth verse: ‘‘And the woman whom thou 
sawest is the great city, which reigneth over the 
kings of the earth.’’ What city was mistress of 
the world at the time this Book of Revelation 
was written, around 95 or 96 A. D.? Why, Rome, 
of course, and none other. We see her end in 
Revelation 18 and we hear our Saviour calling: 
**Come forth, my people, out of her, that ye have 
no fellowship with her sins, and that ye receive 
not of her plagues: for her sins have reached 
even unto heaven, and God hath remembered her 
iniquities,’’ Rev. 18: 4, 5. 

The scarlet-colored beast supporting her rep- 
resents the Papacy, the head of the Roman Em- 
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pire after being re-established, this time as a re- 
ligio-political affair. Pagan Rome, represented 
by the great red dragon in Rev. 12:3, 4, was, 
and then being conquered by the barbarian hordes 
of the north, for a time was not, but she in 
turn conquered her conquerors, not with her 
legions, but with her religion, and we have the 
formation of the Holy Roman Empire, with the 
Papacy at its head and all the Catholic princes 
of Europe, the civilized world at that time, under 
subjection to him, which gives us the scarlet- 
colored beast that is. The angel says of the 
seven heads in verses 10 and 11, chapter 17: ‘‘ And 
they are seven kings; the five are fallen, the one 
is, the other is not yet come; and when he cometh 
he must continue a little while. And the beast 
that was, and is not, is himself also an eighth, and 
is of the seven; and he goeth into perdition.’’ 

A king in prophecy represents a government; 
in this case, the eight forms of government under 
which Rome has existed from the time of its 
founding. John was living under the sixth or 
Imperial form, there having been five previous- 
ly: the kingly, consular, decemvirate, dictatorial 
and triumvirate. There was to be one follow the 
one then in existence in John’s time, who was to 
be only for a short time, so that in reality he 
would hardly be counted as one at all. That was 
the ‘‘Exarch of Ravenna,’’ which existed only 
sixty years, and was only a subordinate to the 
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emperor in Constantinople, so we can really dis- 
regard him and consider the head which followed 
as being the seventh, and that was the Papacy, 
which is to go into perdition. 

Of the ten horns the angel says In verses 12 
and 13: ‘‘And the ten horns that thou sawest are 
ten kings, who have received no kingdom as yet; 
but they receive authority as kings, with the 
beast, for one hour for, rather, a period of time]. 
These have one mind, and they give their power 
and authority unto the beast,’’ the Papacy. These 
ten kings had not yet arisen in John’s time, but 
were the ten Catholic princes already mentioned, 
that arose up with the Papacy from the ruins of 
the old Roman Empire, and were under sub- 
jection to him, not only religiously, but politically. 

The scarlet-colored beast of Revelation 17, and 
the leopard beast of Revelation 13, are different 
symbols for the same thing, the political phase 
of the Papacy, while the impure woman of Revela- 
tion 17, and the second beast of Revelation 13, 
that wolf in sheep’s clothing, each represents the 
religious phase of the Papacy, his church, the 
Church of Rome; which brings us to the mark of 
the beast, mentioned in the three angels’ message 
found in Rev. 14:6-11, and also mentioned in 
Rev. 13:16; 20:4-6, against which there is such 
an awful condemnation. The beast, we have 
seen, is the Papacy. The mark, of course, is 
symbolic, referring to the custom of ancient time, 
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where slaves were actually marked with their 
master’s brand in their forehead or their hand, as 
were also worshipers of certain idols marked 
with their idol’s mark to show they were devotees 
of, that idol. Hence, in this case, to have the 
mark of the beast on the forehead would be to 
acknowledge with the mind the authority of the 
Pope, and the mark upon the hand is received by 
those who are obedient to his commands. 

There, then, is the mark of the beast. It is not 
the keeping of the first day of the week, as 
Adventists would have you believe, for the day of 
our Lord’s resurrection was instituted as the 
Lord’s Day by Christ and the apostles, and had 
been observed by the early church centuries be- 
fore the Papacy came into power, and when we 
dishonor the day we are dishonoring our Lord 
and turning our backs upon the most momentous 
event that has ever occurred in the history of 
the world. 

The sadly mistaken claims of Adventism re- 
garding the beast’s mark are well set forth in 
Elder Uriah Smith’s book, ‘‘Daniel and the 
Revelation.’’ On page 670, edition copyrighted 
1912, he says: ‘‘It is shown that the mark of the 
beast is an institution which has been arrayed in 
Christian garb, and insidiously introduced into 
the Christian church in such a way as to nullify 
the authority of Jehovah and enthrone that of 
the beast. Stripped of all disguises, it is simply 
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setting up a counterfeit Sabbath of its own on 
the first day of the week, in place of the Sabbath 
of our Lord on the seventh day.’’ On page 671, 
he says that ‘‘Sunday-keeping is the mark of the 
beast.’’ How sad it is, indeed, to see supposedly 
intelligent men stray so far from the plain teach- 
ings of the word of God! 

Now, a word regarding the great threefold 
message of Rey. 14:6-11, and I close. These 
three angels, of course, were symbols, and they 
were unfolding to John’s vision the progress of 
the gospel message to mankind. The first angel 
represented the gospel being carried to the 
world. Christ had said, Mark 16:15: ‘‘Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel to the whole 
ereation.’’ Paul says, in Col. 1:23, that the gos- 
pel ‘‘was preached in all creation under heaven.”’ 
Christ said in John 12:31: ‘‘Now is the judgment 
of this world;’’ that is, that great standard of 
righteousness had been revealed, the law of Christ 
in the gospel, by which the world would be 
judged. Peter also says in 1 Pet. 4:17: ‘‘For the 
time is come for judgment to begin at the house 
of God: and if it begin first at us, what shall be 
the end of them that obey not the gospel of God?”’ 
And we find Paul saying to those idolatrous 
people at Lystra: ‘‘We ... bring you good tid- 
ings, that ye should turn from these vain things 
unto a living God, who made the heaven and the 
earth and the sea, and all that in them is,’’ 
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Acts 14:15, identical to the message which the 
first angel bore. 

The second message was the Reformation in 
the time of Luther. He exposed the Church of 
Rome as Babylon, and his famous book, ‘‘The 
Babylonish Captivity of the Church,’’ which 
shook the Church of Rome to its very foundations, 
revealed her to the world as she was. 

The third message was the Restoration move- 
ment coming at the close of the eighteenth century 
and the beginning of the nineteenth, the outstand- 
ing figure of which was Alexander Campbell, whom 
God raised up to lead the church of Christ out of 
the 1,260 years of obscurity into which it had been 
driven by Papal persecution. Campbell not 
only denounced Roman Catholicism, and proved 
the Church of Rome to be none other than the 
scarlet woman of the Revelation, herself a harlot 
and the mother of harlots, but he also denounced 
denominationalism which had sprung up follow- 
ing the Reformation, and showed that the sec- 
tarian churches were in reality daughters of 
Rome, themselves harlots, with their man-made 
creeds, doctrines and practices, many of which 
had been borrowed from Rome, and which were 
entirely out of harmony with the commands of 
Christ and the teachings of the apostles. 

Campbell called the attention of the world 
to the fact that Christ had established only one 
church, that the plan of redemption laid down in 
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the New Testament was the only way that had 
ever been given by which men must be saved, 
and he called all men everywhere to come out of 
the Babylon or confusion of Catholicism and 
denominationalism, and, standing on the Bible 
alone, take Christ as their only creed, and the 
Bible as their only rule of faith and practice. 
Dear reader, it is the hope of the author that 
this little book may have been of benefit to you in 
finding the true light, and that henceforth you 
will neither carry the mark of the beast, nor be 
led astray by the various cults and isms that our 
Saviour tells us is a sign that the time of His 
second coming and the end of the world is near.
